1. I have the honour to Fiibmif herewith a r'port on the operatlors carried out. hy the 
'Mos'.potainian Expeditionary Force during the period extending from April 1st to September 
30 th. 

2. My provioim de;patch ineUided a narrative of the operations snbseiniont to the fall of 

Baghdad up to March lUst, hy uhicli date our Col'imns had driven the enemy north'east, 
nortii and west in divrgent directions ub tig the Di.ilah, Tigris .and Euphrites, respet lively, 
and onr advanced triwps had estfddished n sereeti covering Baghdad, being disposnl approxi* 
mntc'v on the line Sliahia(>Hn-Dogamcli-Mii.liaidi(-l’'clii;ii. In order, however, to provide for 
the ^ enrity of Baghdad, which is an open city d(!v .id of meann of defence, it scei i« 

to ) r seeote our cjieration.s agamut llie elinMcrcd but r. iiiforcisl Columns of the <h 

Corj i, with which wti had been si recently engaged, whilst keeping oaruful le 
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movements of the IStb Tnrkish Corps whiob was falling back before our Russian Allies, lest 
the enemy should detaeh troom from bis direction a^insl the right flank and rear of our 
movement towards Samamm. The pressure applied by the Russian Columns which bad 
already reached Rarind with advanced troops at Khanikin, assisted by our troops operating 
in the Jebcl Hamrin, as described in my last despatch, now forced the enemy to uro.ss the 
DiaUh and continue bis retreat on Kifri. 

8. On April 2nd we effected a junction with Ceneral Baratnff’s troops, about Kizil 
Robat, and as soon as these were well esublishod on the line of the Dislah our Column in this 
vicinity -having served the double purpose of harassing tbo retreat of the Turks aod joining 
hands wiSh the Russians—was withdrawn. This enabled us to resume our operations along 
both banks of the Tigris, whicli bad been temporarily suspended. 

4. On Ih** 6th our (’avalry movc<i forward to the vicinity of Deli Abbas witli instructions 
to Cover our right flank, and by delaying action to diaw on gradually anv movement 
initialed liy the 13tli Turkish Corps towards the Tigris. On the left bauk of the Tigris it 
secmeil wiser not to commit our tro pe to definite action until such time as the intentions of 
this Turkbh Corps became clearer. On the right bank of the Tigris the enemy’s force was 
estimated at 4,0U(I rifles with 200 sabres and l i guns, and those were holding Hurbe with ad¬ 
vanced Iroojjs about Beled Station. f)n the.'‘th our troops moved forward to attack the cnein)’’s 
jiosition covering Beled Station, and goo 1 progress was mwle until they came under close machine 
gun and rifle lire from some rising ground in that vicinity. The .j 1st Sikhs were ordered to 
secure this point, and making g ,>m 1 use of the liroken ground and well supported by arillcry, 
they establisiied themselves there without dilfieulty and jiressed forward bey.md. Tlie enemy 
bolding the station now found his position untenable, and so >n his whole line wus in re¬ 
treat. Our losses were slight, but the enemy, in addition t > his battle casualties, lost ilflO 
prisoners, inelnding nine officers as well as three machine gun- and some rolling stock. 
On tie- I'tU Ilarbc was ix?cupied. and hero a jiiuse was ordered in order to all iw for further 
operations on the left bank i f the Tigris,

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This Brigade, Kkifully handled, pushed on resolutely and, in spite of heat and want of 
water, BDcceeded in turning the enemy’s retre.it into a rout. His casualties in killed and 
wonndeii were heaVy, and 1,:V.)0 prisoners—of which 26 were officers—and 6 machine guns 
were captured. Indeed, only a small fraction of the troops opposed to ys that day effected 
their escape. In this action an Indian Cavalry Hegiment, the Horse and Field ATtfllery Bat¬ 
teries, and four Lancashire Battalions sjKV.ially distinguished themselves. 

6. On the 19th the Tigrie was bridged at Sinijab .and riverhead was moved up to that 
place.

9 The inereasing heat now renderi'd it necessary that the tro p' sli. uul be redistrilmteil 
for llio hot weather, an l that every provision piissihle uiid'-r existing eon litions slmuhl be 
made with a view to guarding against the trying pcri.'il• whieh was rapidly appro.iching. 
Whilst it was inn’essary to hold the pcsitions whieh ha'l bei'i s.i brvvely won aial to st.rcnglhon 
them defensively, the imlk ef tlie troops were withdrawn inivi reserve ami distri'nute.l iu suit¬ 
able camps along the river banks, where they could obtain the benefit of sm-h breezes jys vrerc 
available and where a lilicral supniv of water for drinking, bathing and vvaslring was v'btain- 
ahlc. 

F re inonlhii of- the j.t'iiod under rev ievv the heat was eonsidcraMe,and 

durinp no, July and beginning of August it was intense. Censeijiientlv 

ni'.ven derlskeii by either side without grave risk of incurring substantial 

csstuUies xiom iirai sir Kc and heat exhanetkni. The troipis cnjiyed a well-earnoil respite 
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from tbe oonlinuouB fighting in which they had engaged during the fire months tormioat 
■ing in April, bat thuj were by no means idle. Our hold orer the area was made eeoure, de¬ 
fensive {K>sition8 and pivots were prepared, and training was carried on in the early morningi^ 
and late evenings as the temperature permitted. Manly sports, too, which are so essen¬ 
tial to the well-being of the soldier, especially when temporarily inactive in the military 
sense, wpre freely indulged in with beneficial results to the health and future fitness of the 
Army for service in the field. Arrangements had been made fora proportion of the troops 
to proceed to India on leave during the summer months, and those who had been on service for 
a considerable time derived much benefit from t!ie change and rest thus obtained. 

10. Early in .Tune a communication was received from our Russian Allies to the effect 
that in couseqneni'e of t'le increasing heat they had fouud it neoessary t» evacuate the Hue of 
the Dialah River, and they subscqueutly withdrew beyoud Kariad b>war is Kermansliali. 
This rendered the oceupaticn of Beled Kiiz by ns necessa-v, and this was carried out on the 
28rd. 

For some time after our occupation «f B.ighdad trilie.s nen on the ppner reaches of the 
Dial.ah. Tigris and iMipIirates, alrove Baghdad, were restles-i. audit was found neaessary to 
take punitive niea.*>u cs against them. Colninns for this purpose opera'ed on tli<‘ Kuphrates 
fiom May 3rJ to li>tb. on the Tigri.s from May U>tb to VAtli, and on the Diakah from June 
'2ud to dtU and June 28th to July 8rd. In each ease salutary piinishinent was inctod out to 
the delinquents. Conscquei.t upon these measures the situation became quu-t ou i;u]h river 
line, and the tribesmen have, generally sjwaking, remained [Hjaoefully disp i-ed except in the 
eas-c of the operations against Uaraadie referred t ) bel w, when the refract )iy elemi uth were 
again severely dealt with. 

It now scemetl de.siratle to increase our liold on the Euphrates lio" still further, and it was 
consequentiy decided early in July to oocupy Sinn El Zibhan, some ejmman-iing •rround on 
the right bank of the Euphrates, slsmt twelve taili ■* uji stream of Feluja, whi -ii d.iminatcs tin- 
left bank of that river at its junetom with tlio Saklawie C.inal.

On the Dialah fr id our aeroplanes reporteil early in .Angtisithai thoTurks were ontreneb- 
ing a Tio'iiion H lulh-west of Shahr.iban, and this was ()<infirnied by re|ii>rts received ineally. 
it was tlierefore decided to occupy .Sliuhraliuti with.oit fiiitlnT dcl.iy, and l..r tliis piir|K)He 
conveigiug coltinui' weie desjiat bed from Hele-I Bn/ uud Ua')iibah on llie iiiglit of the 
18t.h-19ih. On ti.e E'th Mi.sdad was seizid at dawn, and on the ~i.lh Shaiirai'an was oc¬ 
cupied with slight .pp .s,tion, the enemy retiring ha-tilv into the Jebel llainrin. .A new 
line was at once e-tiibli.shed and consolidated withunt iuterrerenco on the p.irt of the enemy.

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The enemy held an advanced position four miles east of Rumadie on Mushuid Ridj^e 
which runs north and south, and rises 8f>mc 60 feet above the plain. To the north 
of the ridg:e lies the Euphrates River, and to the south the salt Ilabbaniyeh Lake 
Turkish main position was setni-circular in outline, and was sited about one mile to 
the east and to the south of Hamadio. The eastern fiont ran aloni' but behind the 
Euphrates Valley Canal and the soul hern front uuross bare uindy downs extending 
from the Euphrates Valley Canal to the A/.ixiyeh Canal, which leaves the Euphrates one 
mile west of Ratnadii* and Hows sonthw'ards. The j)Ian of operations was to turn the southern 
flank of the Mushaid Ridge, secure a crossing over the Euphrates Valley Canal, and attack 
Kitinadht LroinAhe south with tiic bulk of the eolimin, whilst theoavalry operating west of 
the Aziziych Canal threw themselves across the enemy’s eoinraunications with Hit by blocking 
the Aleppo road. Steps wi re taken to induce tlie <*nemy to expect the main attack against 
his left on the Euphrates, and with thisiiit4>nt the river was bridged at Madhij and a road 
wasconstructed thence up ill'-I' ft. bank, whilst supplies were also collected then-. The dis¬ 
tribution of the trofjps until the night (>f the 27th :!3tlt was also desigoisi to give cjlour to 
siieh a movement. 

At 6 r.M. on the 27th tw> infantry columns with the cavalry moved from Madhij to the 
position of assembly B>m<‘ 5 miles in front of our oufjiOBts, and the infantry subsequently made 
a night advance gome 2 miles in a \vasteily direMion to a position of deployment, whence an 
attack on Mushaid could he delivered at dawn. .-Kii infantry dctaciimcnt also skirted the 
northern edge of bake llahbaiiiyeh, and before daybreak on the 2Sth bad scoured important 
tactical features on and behind t!ic southern flank of rho Mushaid position, including a dam 
a<*ros8 the Euphrates V.nllev ('irv.il, passable by all arm-.

In ihi- attack 
the Dorsi i- and .'dli (Mirkhas l•s^),•l•i,•llly distinguisl.ed them-eUcs. I'ndci cover of the attack 
onr riolit infantry column was wit iidr.iwii. and pa.s.sing in rear of the Icfi. column, was sub¬ 
sequently huiii'-hcil I 'an a:ta.-'r which ns-.ircd a lirin fo'ting on Azizneh Ridge. Thus by 
nightfall the enemy was heinmed in on the soutli-oast and south l>y our lafaatrv and on the 
west by the eavalr_\, whil-t ti- 111 *- iiorih ran the River Euphrates. 

At it ».M oil the 2‘.t}li the enemy inaile a dcfcrminisl effort to break through our i-avalrv 
and retrisat hv tlic .Aleppo llo.id. hut afts-t an action lasting for one and a half hours they 
were driven oack info li.mnniic, the Hussars and j art of a regiment of Indian Cavalrv, 
withs>mc Home .\rtill<ry and Hotchkiss gun-, being mainly instrumental in heading tlie 
enem\ ofl’ At ti-lh s u the Infat.tiv attack was rene»ve«l from the south-east .and south, 
and our left Infantry i-olnmn captured suc. e-'sive jK-sitions along A/iziyeh Ridge. The 39tk 
t>arhWillis seizcrl tin- bridge where the Alcjipi Road < r..ssos the Canal and captured three 
guns aivl many prisoners by T-'l" a m. whil.st tin- 9tiih Pnniahis jnished nistwards ihrouoh 
Raniadic and sec-.'.nd the Turkish Commander Ahniesl Roy, at h s hoadijuartcrs near the 
ea.'tern front of the ji.rsttioi!. Rwth these units displayed o tmiaondahlc d.ish and initiative, 
and by 11 s M. the whole of the Tutkish force had surrendered. 

Throughout the operations, wlii< li were i-outinuoiis, the ejidiir.mce and tine fighting .spiiii 
« f the Irui ps was cons]>icu.'n.s. wlii:.-t the ni>;bi < peratious sticccssfully carried out testifled 
to the excellenee of Iht ii discipline and training. During the daytime the heat was eonsider- 
abb*. and these operatii’t ■•, which were eonducfctl at some distance from the river, were only 
rendered possible by thi- <-icellenee <f tbe airangements for water supply. A salient factor in 
these siici-essful eperations was the part played by the cavalry. I'irst by their lapid movement 
miind the inemy’s nai. and -uhs Mpieiuly by the ta-tical disfiosition of their nuu-bine guns they 
pn-ventetl the enemy’s c. Imnns from breaking cut, and so drove them i>:iek into tbe arms of 
flic infantry. Very useful work was also di'iu* by the traasp<'rt. and espeeiailv the motor 
transport, whilst the mcd e.il arr.ingcments f, r the evacuation of tbe wounded over some bad 
ground Mere most satisfact. ly, .Vmongst our captures were included 6,151- prisoners, ■>£ whom 
14.1 were olGecrs nud 19- w.niiidi-d. l!$ guns, 12 machine gnus, 2 armoil lauiichts, i liarges, 
and largo ipiantitios of urni'', ammunition, eipiipmetii, engineering stores, railway material and 
sup]>lies. 

Simultaneously with the above oiHTatioiis oii our left il.ink, our cavalry, operating wide 
on the right flank of the Army, marelKHl during the night of the 28th*29th and oocu|ncd 
Mendali early on the 2IUh. The Turkish detachment holding that town tied into the hilli» 
leaving 800 baggage camels in our luiuds and suffering some easualtii-s from our guns 
whilst retreating. MenduH had for some time been used by tho Turks asa s >uree «'f suppli 
and itn occupation, whilst auppleiueuting our own needs, denied itf>r ibis purpose to 
the enemya 

12. ]■ my former despatch 1 bad ooeasion to brii^ to notice tho capable handling of 
the troopAjr the higher Commanders, osaisteil by their staffs, and the gallantry, cnduranco 
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»nd devotion to duly displayed by tlie Repiinental Ofllcers, Non-CommiBsioned Ofliotirs and 
men. To this I can only add thni the line roccid then establislu'*! has been fully maintained 
undor very trying climatic conditions, and that the figiiling spirit, disoijdine and efficiency of 
this Army have never etood at a higher level than they do at the. iirseent moment. The 
further training Mhifdi it has been po^Bil^le fo give the troops will tend to develop 
still birther that elose co-operation beixvei'n all arms which w.is s» lUiticeahlo throughout 
the operations last wiutv'r and which is so essential a ract'T to .snecoss in war.

30th March 1918. 

Banna.— In Upper Darma harvoDting of itiand crop?, ouUivatiou of apring cro|>i 
and reaping of beana, wneat and other dry orops are proceeding Standing crop:* are in good 
oondition. Cattle are generally hojitby. The price of unhu^ked ri se at Banguon remains 
■tationary and is below normal. Tlie market tor white rice is weak at Rs. 212 and annas 8 
Hof spcoi^. 

Auiajn..—The weather waa generally aeaeonable and favourable. Prewing of sugar* 

prnnin** of tea and ploughing for autu-nn and broadcast winter rice and jute continue. 
Sowing of autumn rice is going on. Prospects of crops are fair to good. Cattle disease 
ie reported from font dUtriota. The price of oommon rice is praetically stationary. 

—Daring the week the rainfall was gcuerully light throughout the Provinee 
and was benefioial ti> agricultural operations. More rain is wanted for the growth of stand¬ 
ing uraps and for the cnltivation of jute and other autumn crops. Harvesting of spring 
crops is ranch adranoed. Sowings of jute and autumn rice have commenced in places in the 
eait era and northern distriidiB. Cattle disease is rep orted Iroin ten districts. The average 
price of common rico has falieu slightly as compared with that of the previons week. 

IMInaw aad Orissa.—Light rain was fairly Moeral in Orissa. There wag practi¬ 
cally no min in Bihar and Chota Nagpur, (’ressing ofsugarcane is approaching completion. 
Harvesting of spring crops, planting of sugarcane and preparation of lands for the next 
ssasnu’f crops continue. Standing or.>i>s arc generally doing well The prio" of common 
rice has risen in four districts, fallen in four and remained statioutry in the remaining 
districts as compared with that of the preceding week.

The condition of standing orops in the Feudatory States of Orissa is 
good. 

United Provinces. —Light rain fell in a few places. Presning >•£ sugarc me is nearing 
complctii n. Harvesting of spring crops sowing of c.ino and extrv-tion of opia:n continue. 
Standing crops arc goncrally doing well. Slight damage by hail is ropirtod i > parts of 
some districts. Very little cattle disease exists and agricultural stock is on the whole in good 
condition.

North'West Frontier Praviaoe.— During the week min fell throughout the 
Provinee and still continues. Sunshine is urgently needed os crops have b«>en damaged in 
parts by excessive raio. Prospicts of spring crops are generally average. Sowings arc 
normal. Wheat tells in Peehawar at 7^ and in Dera Ismail Khan at 10 seers {ler rupee. 

Januna.— Prioee during the week were stationary and rainfall g.-neral. There waa 
nothing else noteworthy. 

Kashmir.— The week was generally wet and cool. Standing erope are in fair 
conation. Cattle are generally healthy. Prices are normal. 

B^pataJia.—The weathor during the week wt^ clon^ and moderately cool. 
Harveetiug of spring crops is proceeding. Prospects are g^rod. Cattle are in good con¬ 
dition.

No. 1192*JS.— *The following: draft rules which it is proposed to make for the regulation 
of motor vehicles in British Baluchistan, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 1 (2) 
of the Indian Motbr Vehicles Act, VIII of 1014, are published as required by section 11, sub¬ 
section 1, of the said Act, for the information of ])ert>ons likely to be affected thereby, and 
notice is given that the draft will bo taken into coimidcratioa by the Hon’I^le the Chief Com¬ 
missioner on or after the l.lth April 191 

2. Any objection or suggestion witli re8pe<‘t to the draft rules which may be received from 
any person before the date fixed as aforesaid will be considered by the Hon’ble the Chief 
Commissioner. 

Draft Rule*. 

No. 1193-JB. —In exorcise of the powers conferred by section 11 of the Indian Motor 
Vehicles Act, 1914 (VIII of 1014), the Ilon’blo the Chief Commissioner of British Baluchistan 
is pleas^ to make the following rules to regulate the use of Motor Vehicles within British 
Baluchistan.

(c) The oxpri’ssion " Motor Cj’cle ” moans a two, three or four wheeled cycle 
propelled by meidianical means, fitted with seats, but without a carriage 
body, and weighing not more than 5 cwt; 

{d) ]The expression “heavy motor vehicle ■" means a motor vehicle exceeding 
Beavy hTotor Vehicle.. ^ 

(e) The expression “ trailer " means any vehicle drawn by or attachodlto a moHr 
Trailer. ' 5 

(J 'j The expression “ axle weight ’’ means in relation to an nxle of a heavy motor 
.txle vclaht. vehicle or of a trailer, the aggregate weight 

transmitted to the surfat^o of the road or other 
base whereon the heavy motor vehicle or the trailer moves or rests by the 
several wheels attached to the axle, when the heavy motor vehicle or 
trailer is loaded ;

0) The expression " diameter ” in relation to a wheel, means the diameter

(1) A license to drive a motor vehicle shall be granted bj the District Mapatrate, 

Quetta, to any person who can satiny suoh

H that he is a competent driver. 

(2) Suoh license sliall he valid throughout British India. 

(8) A driving lioenw granted in accordance with any rule' in force for the time being 
in any province of British India shall be valid up to the date of its expiry 
throughout British Baluchistan.

REGISTRATION. 

Subject to the provisions contained in rule 12 and save as provided in rules made 
p • . , . under sections 14 and 15 of the Act no motor 

Vehicle slmll he used unless it has been first 
registered by the registering authority, but any motor vehicle which has 
already been registered under the Act or in accordance with any other enact¬ 
ment in force for the time being in any province of British India shall be 
deemed to have been registered. 

Save as providetl in rule 11 (2) the fee for registration shall be four ruj^ees for 
Fee for Sraiefraf on motor ovcles, tcn rii])ee8 for motor vehicles of

Provided that traction engines used solely for agricultural purposes shall be 
registered free of charge and steam rollers, fire engines and fire escape tenders 
need not be registered.

PREFATORY NOTE. 


Thb Cotton Sbabok 1917-18. 


The yield of the cotton crop of 1917-18 is estimated at 4,035,000* bales on 
an area of 24,781,000 acres, as oompared with 4,489,000 * bales on an area of 
21,746,000 acres, the revised final figures of last year. There is a decrease of 
10 per cent in outturn. It will be seen from the appended tables that cotton is 
comins in much slower than last year. There were 686,000 bales of cotton 
pressed in the pressing factories, and 184,000 bales reodved in the spinifing mills, 
from Ist Sept^ber to 15th Januuy, 1918, as a^i^t 876,000 bales and 207,000 
bales, respectively, during the oone^nd^g period of last year, or a decrease of 
88 and 11 per cent, respectively. The figures for the Native StatM of Hyderabad, 
Central India, Rajputana, and Mysore are, as will be seen from the footnotes 
to the tables, incomplete and have been excluded from this oomparison.

period of two yean’ study iu Europe,* and the sanctioned number of students 
in Europe at one time has thus been 20. The number will now be raised to 30 
and this number will be the maximum, but it is not necessary that the maxi¬ 
mum number of scholanhips should be awarded unless thoroughly competent 
and well qualified candidates present themselyes {vide Hnle 11). The number 
is fixed at 30 in order to giro local Governments the power to award a technical 
scholarship to any man of suitable age and skill possessing qtialifioations here¬ 
inafter specified, who has shown exceptional initiative in any branch of indus¬ 
try and who seems likely to add considerably to his usefulness by a special 
training in Europe. 

2. The sanctioned number of students holding technical scholarships in 
Europe at one time will be as follows for the various provinces :— 

Madraa, Bombay, Bengal and United Provinces .4 each 

Punjab, Burma Bihar and Orissa, and Central Provinces 'A each 

Assam and Noitfa-West Frontier Province . . . 1 each 

The various local Governments, though at liberty to consult the Government 
of India on any point, will in future conduct all routine corresfiondencc regard¬ 
ing the appointment and training of technical scholars in direct communica¬ 
tion with the Under Secretary of State in the India Offioe. 

3. The scholarships will be of the value of £150 per annum to bo held 
subject to the observance by the scholar of the rules laid down for him by the 
Secretary of State. The scholarship may he >yithdra\vn by the Secretary of 
State at the end of any year and it may be reduced while the scholar is being 
trained at works if the einploy<'r recommends this course. The scholar will also 
be required to. execute a bond (see annexiire IT) undertaking to repay the 
amount of the scholarship he has received if he fails to return to India whun 
instructed by the Secretory of State to do so. 

4. These scholarships will not be given for law, medicine, forestry, vetori- 
naiy, science, agriculture, civil engineering (other than sanitary and municipal 
engineering) or geology, nor for tlie extraction of alkalis or vegetable oil press¬ 
ing. It should also be noted that certain industries in Europe, such as bleach¬ 
ing, dyeing, tannir g and manufacturti of chemicals, very rarely offer facilities 
for practical work for students : in other branches of technological study, such 
as engineering and the textile industries, adequate opportunities can probably 
be found for scholars who possess the necessary qualities and training. If it is 
proposed to award a technical scholarship in any subject in which technical 
scholars have not hitherto been trained, enquiry should first ho made from the 
India Office several months in advance as to the facilities available. Curtain 
special siiggeitions regarding particular industries are incorporated iu annexure 
I to these rules. 

5. The scholarship in Europe should be for a suitable terra, not less than 
tw o or more than five years. It is very desirable that this should in most eases 
be preceded by a practical training of not less than one year and should be 
followed by a period of about one year’s practical work in India ; and local 
Governments are at liberty to give from provincial revenues scholarships not 
exceeding Bs. 100 per mensem for the preliminary training, and scholarships 
not exce^ing Bs. 150 per mensem for the subsequent period of practical work. 

6. A Board of Selection should ’nc constituted in each province and in the 
selection of candidates men of business, directors of industry and employers’ 
associations should be consulted. Tiie selection of a scholar to proceed to Europe 
should be communicated to the India Office in tlie form laid down in appendix 
III. The recommendations should, in the case of sobolan who intend to begin 
their training in England with manual work, reach the India Offioe by the let 
December and the candidate should ordinarily reach England in March or 


■ TIm word laropc tbrooi^irat tlm* ralM iueladw Amtriea. 
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April of the following year. In cases where a scholar is intended to commence 
his training in Europe with purely academic work, the recommendation should 
reach the India OfiB.ce by January and the scholar should reach England not 
later than the middle of September. 

7. The primary object of the selection should be to obtain a candidate 
whose experience and intelligence justify the expectation that his selection will 
help in dcvelopuig the industries of India As a rule he should not be selected 
for training in an industry not already mtablishod in India unless the co-opera¬ 
tion of the promoters can be assured, nor for an industry for training in which 
facilities are not available in Europe. He should, if possible, be selected for 
training in an industry in w'hich Indian capital and • enterprise is engaged or 
likely to be engaged ; this classification includes not merely textile and mining 
industries but also industries on a smaller scale such as pottery, tanning, and 
the making of matches, glass, sugar, pencils and paper; and where possible he 
should be a man already engaged in the industry. As a general rule, he should 
have had at least a year’s practical training in a workshop, factory or mine, 
have proved bis capacity to stand the strain and have learned enough of the 
industiy to undt^rstand the theoretic teaching which must follow. 'When such 
training camiot be provided in India, the India Oificu should be asked to ar¬ 
range a similar training in Europe. Attention is also invited to the suggestions 
regarding special industries which are appended to these rules. If the Board 
of Seletdiuu desire advice from expert officers attached to tlie Government of 
India, tliey are at liberty to address them on the subject: and it is suggested 
that if a candidate is to l)e trained in any industry connected w'ith agriculture, 
the advice of the Agricultural Adviser to the Government of India should be 
obtained. tVb<*n a scholar has had a preliminary training in India, a report 
on his work and progre.s8 should he sent to the Secretary of State. Any special 
BuggesLioDS which tho Board of Selection may wish to make regarding the 
course of training to he followed in England should be communicated to the 
India Oihee, and in making sucli suggestions the Board should consider the 
proposals made by tho existing employers (if any) of the candidate. If possi¬ 
ble, tile employers should he induced to guarantee employment to tiie sciiolars 
on their roturn to India, and in no case sliall a technical scholarship be given 
to a candidate unless tliero is a definite prospect of his obtaining employ ment 
in which hi* will l»o able to put to use in India the experience and training he 
will have gained. 

8. In the ease of indigenous industries such as tanning, flour milling, 
etc., a scholar should, if possible, iu addition hi an aptitude for the industry, 
inherite<l or acquired, have adequate educational qualifications, hut in the case 
of candidates who have not Imth qualifioations” those who have the qualification 
of aptitiidc for the industry should have the preference provided that they have 
sufiBcient working knowledge of Englisli to follow lectures iu that language. 

9. The educational qualifications referred to above are as follows. Those 
who are to study textile industries should have read up to the standard of the 
B. Sc, degree or the B. A, (with Science) or have obtained an equivalent 
diploma. Those who take up any branch of engineering should have passed the 
B. A., B. Sc. or B. Eng., should have a knowledge of mechanical drawing and 
descriptive ircomotry, and should hare taken mathomatics, physios and chemis¬ 
ts among the subjects for their degree. Scholars should be provided with cer¬ 
tificates from the U niversity showing in what subjects they nave passed, what 
degree of proficiency they have reached and what marks they have secured. 

JO. Satisfactory evidenco of good obaraoter should he obtained, and a 
candidate should ordinarily be of snob chameter and habits and of such an age 
(not exceeding 25 years) that detailed tutelage siiould be unnecessary. He should 
also pass a searching examination as to physical fitness. 

11* The fact of a vacancy existii^; shall not be oonsiflered a reas(m for 
Awarding a scholarship if a suitable candidate is not forthcoming. 
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12. Candidates should be made clearly to understand (a) that the scholar* 
ships are not intended to endosr the holders or prepare them for Government 
service, {b) that the scholar in each case is selected fer a dejdnite pilose and 
will be expected on proceeding to England to enter at onoe and without die* 
cussicm of possible alternatives on the course of training laid down for him, and 
to comply with whatever instructions and to do whatever kind of work it may 
involve, and (o) that when his period of training is over he will be expected in 
every case to return to India and to use there the knowledge he has gained for 
the benefit of his country. 

13. The local Government should receive an annual report from the India 
Office of the progress made by each scholar in his training; and the Board of 
Selection or some similar body should, with the assistance of local mannfao- 
turers and employers, endeavour to find employment for scholars, whether 
these are provided with a further scholarship on their return or not. 
When a scholar has a scholarsV.ip after his return, the Board should 
settle the nature of his practical training while he is drawing the scholarship and 
should, if they think this fit and practicable, obtain from the new employer a 
report on the way in which the scholar has progressed during his training and 
his value as a technological specialist. In such a case the scholar sliouM at the 
end of his period of training receive from tlie Board a detailed statement of his 
training together with the final opinion of the Board on bis qualifications. 
Though scholara are to clearly understand that Government cannot guarrantee 
them employment, the Board should make every endeavour to secure permanetvi 
employment for scholars at the earliest possible date after the completion ol 
their training. 

14. The local Government should in January of each year setul a return 
to the Government of India and the India Office showing how all sciiolars from 
the province which have returned since lt)lO are employed and what salari«’s 
they are drawing. 


ANNEXURE I. 


Suggestionti regarding special industries. 

(I) Engineering. — (i) All engineering students of whatever branch .should 
receive a year’s preliminary workshop course in a mechanical engineer’s shop 
in India. 

(ii) Indians who come to the United Kingdom for their college course 
should have taken the B. A., B. Sc. or B. Eng. degree and have received a. train¬ 
ing in mathematics, physios, chemistry and engineering-drawing of a sufficiently 
advanced character to enable them to join a second-year olass at oneo; special 
instruction in mechanical drawing and descriptive geometry is required, and 
should be given in India. 

(II) Mining.—(i) Scholarships in Mining (as distinguished from Geology) 
ahall only be given to men wlio intend to become mine managers or mining 
engineers. 

(»») In every case the candidate shall have actually worked for at least 
one year in an Indian mine—preferably in a paid position. 

(<**) A specially strict test of physical fitness shall be imposed on candi¬ 
dates before selection. 

(»f>) The candidate shall have reached the B. A. or B. So. standard in physics 
(theoreUoal and practical), chemistry and mathematios, mechanics and practical 
geometry. 

(III) Mining Candidates should possess a knowledge of economic 

geology and some experience of surveying and mining methods. 
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(IV) Metollurgy.-r-ii) Scholarships should be granted only to men who 
have had previous experience of metal industries, abaowledgo even of primitive 
processes being valuable; and candidates who lack such experience should 
be sent for some months to metal works in India before coming to this country 
for their training. 

(/») If possible notice be given beforehand of the branch of metallurgy 
that the scholar intends to take up on his return to India. 

m 

(V) Spinning and Weaving. —Scholars should in all oases have had 
considerable experience in one or more Indian mills, preferably through having 
served in a paid position. 

(VI) Bleaching and Finishing. —It is almost impossible for Indian 
students to obtain in England anything more than the training given in 
technological colleges, and, in order that they may complete this by practical 
experiences efforts should be made to secure openings for a few carefully 
selected men in up-to-date bleaching establishments in India; but in the 
woollen industry facilities for practical training are procurable to a limited 
extent in Europe. 

(VII) Dyeing .—No scholarship he granted to a candidate who docs not 
possess some knowledge of the dyeing industry as cniTicd on in India, and has 
reached the B. Sc. standard in chemistry. 

(VIll) Tanning. —(a) As regards students who aim at becoming owners or 
managers of tanneries— 

(*) Hereditary connection with the leather industry is desirable, and a 
knowledge of Indian methods is essential. 

(ft) AV.her(‘ these conditions are satisfied, high academic qualification* 
need not for the present be insisted upon ; a fair knttwledge of 
chemistry, physios, and some knowledge of mathematics and 
aetjuaintance with the metric system of weights and mea.sures 
will suffice.

The 21,681 plague deaths recorded above arc 4,511 fewer than the previous week's total. 
Noteworthj is the decreased mortality iu the United Provinces where only 5,928 deaths are 
recorded against 8,892 in the week ending March Slird. An inoreaso in mortality of 5t2 is 
reported from the Punj ab and of 4 .j 6 from Rajputana. 

During March 12.'>,000 deaths from plague were recorded in India as compared with 124,000 
in February. D hen the January and February totals wero under discuaaion it was pointed out 
that in oaly one previous year bad higher figures been recorded for these two months. For¬ 
tunately the predictions for lilarch then m.ade hare been justified and lost mouth’s plague 
mortality has been exceeded in the month of March on five occasions. In March 1907, 257,000 
plague aeaths were reported; in March 1905, 25G,00U; in March 1904,200,000; in March 1911, 
186,000; and in March 190S, 138,000. Slil] fuiiher improvement during April can Ije look^ 
for with confidence.

Taking all the provinces toother, there was a slight increase in the percent* 
age, as compared with that for the preceding rear. The increase occurred 
mainly in Burma, and the United Provinces. In Burma, it was probably due 
chiefly to the restoration of the audit of all bills, whereas only 50 per cent, 
of the bills were audited in the preceding year. In the United Provinces, it 
was the xesnlt of the operation of the ‘ Pike Scheme' of' revision of district 
establishment from the 1st April 1016, referred to in paragraph 4 of the 
preoeding report.

In Bengal, Hie tmproyement was due ohiefly to vigorous action having been 
taken toward thh->sei^tnsnt of putstandi^; in Burma, to the prompter 
reeeipt of detailed oonotersigned liiUs, and to the fact that the outstand- 
ix^ of the preceding jeax included nearly 90 for want of sub-vouohers in oon- 
neetion with land aoquiHtion; and in Assun, to the total of Hie objeoHons for 
the year being less than In the previous year. 

On the ether band, thfflre were large increases in India and the United 
Provinces. The increase in Indm was due (1) to the non-receipt of orders 
regarding the inoidenoe of theohai^in oonneotion with the South Persia 
Military Police, of which several items, aggrc^ting about 1,50, were sub* 
si^uently tnnsfened to the books of Hie Pinanow Adviser to Sir Percy Sykes, 
tm^r the orders of the Government of India, (2) to the non-receipt of detailed 
countersigned bills in support of obaigas, amounting to 29, drawn from the 
Quetta Treasury on account of civil worlu (the bills have since been reoeived 
and the objection removed) and (8) toAhe cost of wheat, purohased by the Agri¬ 
cultural BOpartment for distribution in the United Provinces, having been 
held under objection, for want of sanction of the Government of India, which 
was subsequently reoeived. The inoiease in the United Provinces was due 
mainly to the Want of proper distribution of the district staff under different 
sections under the Pike wheme, referred to in naragraph 3 above. The 
increases in Bombay and Bihar and Orissa were due, iu the former, ohiefly 
to expenditure incurred on establishments at Samaran without the sanotion of 
the Government of India; and, in the latter, to tlm pay and allowance of 
Veterinary Assistaats having been placed under objection for want of sanction * 
of ^e Government of India to the provincial scale of these ofBoials who were 
transferred from Bengal.

The atnount outstanding in Bengal is, as stated in the last report, in 
course of recovery by monthly instalments from a pensioner. 

The it^ in the Punjab, Bombay and Assam are small and have sinod 
been adjusted. 

One item in India, which amounts to Bs. 28,126, represents, as stated in 
the last report, part of the closing balance of the Baghdad Treasury, which was 
handed over by the Political Besident to the TJuitea States Consul and l^d 
under suspense. The other item repres^its rent on the capital cost of furniture 
short paid by the Head of an Administration. Although no actual recovery 
will have to M made on this account from the officer concerned, the item 
remains outstanding, pending the final decision of the Government of India on

In order to avoid a lapse of budget grant, md on' the ground that the worlu 
were urgent, the District Magtote advanced Ba. 2.6434*S in March' 1917 
to the Manamr of the settlement for the completion of the vorks. IlSiis amount 

. havtogbeen held under objection to audit the l^trietMuishrate obtained toe 
sanotfon of Government to the course adopted by him. Ai fl>i« sanction was 
directly opposed to the rule in article 84-4. of the Civil Account Code, the matter 
was referred to Government again by toe audit office, and in reply they stai^ 
that their order was merely intended to give ex poet/aeto sanction to an act 
which could not be undone, and not to convey approval of the irregular proce¬ 
dure.

(h) 17be same Deputy Commissioner inmilarly drew a sum of Bs. 450 in 
.lump on the 81st Marw 1917, for the construction of certun temporary 
buildings in the same sub-division, for which the expenditure was sanc¬ 
tioned by the liooal Administration in July 1916. On the audit office 
calling for the sub'-vouchers, it was stated that the Sub-Deputy Collector 
concerned had been asked to obtain and send a stamped receipt from the 
contractor. On the 18th June 1917. the Deputy Gommissioner was again 
ask^ to furnish the sob-vonohersfor Bs. 460, and to e:i^lam why the money 
was drawn in advance of requirement. After two reminders he replied that 
the amount had been refunded into &e treasury on the 80th July 1917. On 
the 27th August 1917, he was again asked to state why the money was drawn 
at all in March 1917, when it was not required for payment, and also why 
the amount was not rounded till the 80th July 1917. Cm the 18th November 
1917, the au^t offiM was informed that ,the money was drawn for payment 
just after the work was completed, that the oontraotor did not turn up to 
receive payment for a considerable time, that when he came he said that he 
was paid by the Public Works Department and that the amount was then 
refunded into the treasury. 

12. Several oases of fraud came to li|^i during tbe year under review, rraniu 
Generally speaking, they revealed no material defect of systej^ but were 
due munly to carelessness or negligence on the part of the responuble officers, bjr n»g 
They point to the great necessity for a strict observance of financial rules by 
all officers, if losses of Govmment mon^ are to be avoided. Details of a- 
few cases are given below ; those for which treosniy officers were responsible 
being shewn Mpataiely. 


(а) A sum of Hs. 1,000 was fraudulently drawn from a treasuty in October ttmus 
1916 on the presentation, by a Secretariat peon at the instigation of a 
clerk, of a for^ letter, purporting to have been signed by the S^retary of a 
Department, and of a forged receipt porporting to have been signed by the 

Assistant of that Department The treasury had no specimen signatures * 
of the officers cono(»raed for oompuiiou ^with the signature on the bill and did 
not satisfy itself that the peon actually came from the Department of the 
.Secretariat from wbiok the bill purported to come. The olerk was sentenced 
*to rigorous imprisonment fOr 6 years* 

(б) Bs. 8,773-7*0, consisting oli^y of land revenue paid in by village head- sarma. 
men, were embessled by the sub-accountant (tf a sub-treasury. The embessle- 
ment was imidered possible by this official be^ allowed to receive revenue 
ooUeotions, paid in by viluge headmen without receiving ohalans and 
issuing receipts for them. The sub-accountant was convicted in a criminal 
oouri and fined. A sum of Bs. 1,798-1-OwaB written off by Government as 
irrecoverable, and the balance of Bs. 980*6-0 is in oouise of recovery from 

the different headmen, the sub-treasury officer and a clerk, wKo were 
leaponaiMe for the loss. The embeulement waa diiefly caused by lack of 
hitell^noe and oarelesmaii on thajj^ of the sub-treasury officer, who waa 
revcdrted to bia former port of olerk. There was also a defect of s^atem, in that 
it waa t]m practice lor the receipted ohalane for revenue collections paid in to 
* be dflrtrom aa lOon aa the oomitiksion on such oolleetiona was paid. The 
public il^ ^ua led to believe that the onlv use for receipted ohalans was the 
right to JnoommkBbn on them andthepr mam lunetion, as receipts for moneys 
prid in, was lort right of. Freoautions have been taken to minimise tlie 
poiriMUty ol rimilar frauds in fata

bills dnHng a p^od bf over two yea^ from Septeiiiber-I9t4 to October ldl.6. 
Office copies of the bills were prepared br station hpnae offioeiaaiid consolidated, 
by the inspeotunt who sent tnem to tilte district ponce office for dlwk, withotrt 
entering the totalB, as the bills woe t^fren modiflra at that (rfkwi. Ilhe.dbrk in 
the district office, who was entrusted with the cheeking and^pc^iHion of the 
fair copies of tkese bills, entered flotitioas totals tlM bottom Of manvot 
the headquarters bills, the amount^ of which were paiyid)le injoaali. In the 
fair copies of these bills fiotitions iourne;^ and halts were entflaed tosnpport 
the altered totals. On cashing the bills memoranda adrising zfa^ttanoea were 
prepared b^ the clerk. In the case of altered bills he pain to the Inspectors 
the money actually due, embeaaled the remainder and nerer sent the memo¬ 
randa or altered the totals therein to accord with the amounts paid. 
Inspectors * acknowledgments were obtained, if possible, without the figures 
being entered therein—the false amounts being inserted«aftmwards: and 
when the figures were entered the inspeotma, they were altered bdfore 
production at the district office. The totsJs the acquittance rolls were 
always altered so as to correspond with the fidse amounts. The fraud was 
discover^ by an official who, having been paid less than he oliumed, called at 
the district office, examined his bill and found fraudulent entries therein. This 
led to the examination of other bills, and the discovery tiiat the olwk bad misap¬ 
propriated Bs. 2,606-12-0. He was prosecute^ convicted utd sentenced to a 
fine and along term of imprisonment, and the loss was ordered by the Inspeotor- 
Oeneral of Police to be made eood by the office manager and accountant, who 
were aim severely reprinoandea and punished, the former bring debarred from 
promotion for .three years and the latter reduced. The InspMtor-Gleaeral of 
Police reported the ease to Government, who ariced the District Superin¬ 
tendent of Police why he, too, should not make good a put of the money lost. 
There is no indication, however, in a subsequent order of tlto Local Govern¬ 
ment, dated the 5th March 1918, in which this case is dealt wito, that any 
disoiplinazy action has been taken against the IHstriot Superintendent of, 
Polioe. 

(d) A sum of Bs. 676-1-0, bring the amonnt^of irrigatum revenue oolleo- 
tion^ made from the village offioers of a oertaia village, was emhessled by a 
shroff karkun, who receivM the money but omitted to credit the to 
the treasury and covered up his omissum by fraudnlrat alterations in the 
ohalans. The head karkun failed to investipite the matUw at onoe^ but a 
subsequent investigation by him elicited a oonfession from ^ culprit. Bs. 670 
were rrcovered from the shroff karkun, who was pioMouted, found guilty 
and sentenced to undergo a term of rigorous imprisonment. The fraud was 
rendered possible by gross n^ligenoe on the part of the head karkun, for 
which his promotion has been mopped for two yean. 

(e) A snm of Bs. 1,542-1«11 was embetsled by the aooouutant of an estab¬ 
lishment, who had the disbursing of luge* sunu of money on aoooont of the 
pay, travelling allowance and grain compensation aliowanoe of the e^lish- 
ment. The head of the office omitted to aee that the money was actually 
disbursed, that the aoquittanoe rolls were oheoked, and that the undisbursed 
pay and allowances were refunded by short dnwal in subsequent bUis, 
although be furnished the usual distoinement oertiflories in all the bills. The 
aocountant was prosecuted and sentenced to rigorous imprisonment for two 
years, 1 am not aware whether any dtoripunuy action has been taken 
against the head of the office. 

0) The head olerk of a Divisional Forest t^BOe embeukd forest revenne, 
etc., to the extent of Be. 1,212-12-8. Of this am(mnt. Be. 288-11-7 wai 
. reoovered from tfie seonrity deposit wid undisbursed pay, and Ba. 489-1-1 -was 
written off by the Local Government; Thebrianoe of Bs. 490 mioiieied to 
be recovered from the Divirional Forest Offioer for hie failure ^ efcrriiea 
‘ euffioient oheck when passiim the aooounts. The head dark; vriip'ivriiled 
the money, was sentenced to t&ee jears’ rigotoot imprisonaMnit. ' f 

(ff) A sum of Be. 8,660-7-11 was embessled by the head Mi of a Dlvi- 




Foieit Ofioir to iaico the preca att wi r laid down ia the Oode rales in regard 
16 reedpti of hioaey pe^^ in^ the treasniy and the disposal of sums dravn 
from tniaaoiy for tiie ZMidnBiettta of the De|>artmenf. The fraud came to 
lig^i as (he lenlt of an es^e^ inide by the DirisioDal Forest Officer regard* 
ing the valtte of some sei ttees* •old' ^ Forest Department, which the bead 
clerk had misappropriated. The CAoiai ms then prosecuted, mnyicted and 
sentenced to ri^rons imjprisonmeot mad a flue of Bs. 7d0. The Local Adminis- 
tra^n were asked to wiito off the irrecoTerable balance of the loss, which 
amounted to Be. liteat crediting to Goyernment the sum of 

lU. 8l7*9*7>'%eing (he mnount at the credit d the security deposit account of 
the head derk, and Be. 80i>l>6, bein^ the amount found in his drawer after 
suspension. There is no iodie^on m the orders passed by the Local Adminis¬ 
tration that they have oonsidered the degree of responsibility of the Dmsional 
Forest Offloor by reason d his inadequate superrisioa over the work of his head 
clerk and ii^ neglect of rules. 

(k) The work of an impositor In a press is to arrange pages of type and Pnu jeeoMi*. 
secure tiiem in chases in such a manner .that when they ate printed and the 
sheets folded they will foUow in numerical order. In the course of an audit 
inspection of a Goyernment of India Press, it came to notice that certain 
impositon were efstmnatioally claiming impotition charges daring 1914-16 to ** 
1016-17 on proofii of formes which they neyer imposed. The modua operamdi 
was as indicated below. 


After obtaining the section-holder's initials on one genuine proof of matter 
that had really to Im imposed and was imposed, they ccileoted a number of 
bogus file% apparently from tiie Press room, placed them below the proof 
be^ng the section-holder's initials and wrote on the authenticated proof 
the toM number of iwoofs contained in the bundle. The computer, who 
passed the charges, contented himself with seeing that the number of proofs 
m the bundle agreed with the number tiiown on the topmost proof, which 
was authenticated by tiie aeotiou-holder, and computed the charges for the 
whole batch. The Ix^pis proofs tiiua put up for charge oonsUted of duplicates 
of proofs charged in preyioua months and of proofs of work which did not 
require to be imposed at all. 

The fraud was rendered possible by tiie section-holder not mitialling on 
each proof actually imposed and by tiie absence of the precautions for record¬ 
ing register numbers ou details cl flies. The computer should also haye seen 
that all the proofs in the bundles consisted of matter which required to be 
imposed. The amount embessled during the four months of 1915-16 audited, 
amounted to Bs. 98-14-8 which has been recovered. Proper precautions haye 
now l^n taken to prevent the possibility xA such frauds in future. One of the 
impositors has been dismissed and the other has been reduced to temporary 
rank with loos of pension. 

18. Several coses of double claims preferred and paid came to light during ne^eeials 
the year under review. These included double papients of pensions anagff"***^ 
interest on Govenunent Promiasoiy n(^ owing mefiy to error in making, 
or to omission to make^ proper notn of payment at the treasuries. Details 
of a few oases ate given below; otims are included in the appendix. 


fa) A cheque, doted the 8rd November 1915, for Bs. 861-6-4, drawn by a 
Divisional Dbmuning Officer on a treasury, was cashed by it on the 29th 
November 1915, after the issue on the 88rd November 1915 of a non-payment 
certificate, on the strength of which a fresh cheque was given to the payee, 
amount waa reoovoM and credited to Government on the 1st January 1916. 

(5) TheTreasury offidals, having cashed on the 10th October 1B16, a 
dieque, dated the 8(Hh September 1916, for Bs. 1,889-8-5, driiwn by a Divi- 
simw Disbursing Officer, certified on the 8rd November 1916 that» had not 
been paid, tboeSy causing a doable payment 

(ek A a^t-in-ald of a lehocl for Bs. 800 fCr the jeu 1916-16, mta cmtra rrwh 
paid M m January 1916 on a ample receipt ai|raed by the Seoretaiy of a 
jluaitmCommittee and named for payment by aDeputo Commissioner,and 
again li Hay and June 1916 on gruts-in-ald bills Of m 800 for each quarter, 
ji^paedby tiie Sew^ary, and oouhtm^ned by jm Inepeotor of Schools. On 
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tbe double payment b<dng brought to Botioe br the' «i^t oAdei Musiei- 
pality refundra the amount, ezpreaiiiig regret that the a^e grant ^uid have’ 
indrawn tvioa on Touohera reoeii^ at different timet through Cerent 
gasetted officers* The orders tff the Local Administration^ attnbuted' the 
error to neglect by the Deputy Gommisaoner of the rolai in the Treasury 
Manual, addi|ig that, as the officer had sind&^retiredi no further action uaa 
necessary. 

(i) The gtant*in*aid of Bs. 50 for January 1916, of a middle Engliah 
school, vras dmwn once in February and again in June, 1616. The second pay¬ 
ment was made on a duplicate bill, passed by the Inspector of Bohools on receipt 
of a certificate of non-payment of tne original bill from the sub-treaiurv officer, 
and was not refunded until the error was .poii|ted but by. the audit office. 

' The president of the school committee explained that the money, paid in the 
first instance, was received by the secretary, hut was uot entered in the 
accounts owing to oversight, and that if the sub-treasury officer had taken 
the trouble to examine his books and not given ui' incorrect certificate, the 
mistake would have been rectified earlier. The Local Administration ordered 
that the accountant of the sub-treasuiy, who was responsible for the irregu¬ 
larity, should be allowed no promotion, officiating or substantive, for a penod 
of 8 years. 

14. An officer in the Central Provinces, received an advance of Bs. 2,000' 
the purchase of a motor car in July 1916 after executing the mort¬ 
gage bond in the usual form, whioh requires that the motor oar under 
mortgage to Government, should be more particularly described in a separate 
sohe^Ie attached thereto. He did not, however, actually purchase a motor 
oar but kept the money with him for. about 8 months, paymg the instalments 
by deduction from his salary and leave allowances. The fact came to light 
when he wrote to the audit office in March 1917 that, consequent on the 
abrupt rise in prices, he could not close the bargain and had therefore decided 
to keep a motor cycle. This statement was miueading, as he already had a 
motor cycle, purchased about 28 months previously. The balance of the 
advance was recovered in April 1917. The Local Administration asked the 
Controlling Officer to eommunioate to the officer the Hon’ble the Chief Com¬ 
missioner's strong disapproval of his conduct in the matter. 1 do not consider 
that adequate action has been taken in this matter. 

15. It came to notice in the Punjab that charges for water supplied by 
municipalities to the free quarters of police officers were being paidhy heads of 
offices from contingencies, together with tbe charges on account of water 
supplied for buildings used for Government purposes. The matter was brought 
to the attention of the Local Government mia orders were issued fixing a srale 
for water charges for officers of the police department, occupying free quarters, 
whose pay was more than Bs. 50 per mensem. The approximate loss to 
Government was about Ba. 163 a year. 

16. An officer in Bombay, on being transferred from one distriot to another, 

^ mother and aster with him and was thus entitled to three second 
class fax^ nndcff article 1098 of the Civil Serrice BegulatiODB, but claimed four 
on the assumption that he was entitled to tbe iruiTimBm number of^fiares, 
irrespective of the actual number of persons travelling..

(Ihe incanase in Bombay 
occurfed mainly in connection with objeotiona for want of estimate 
The increase in the United Provinces was due to Q) expi^iture having 
been inconed on certain provboial educational builungs vrithout teriinical 
sanction to the eatimates, (2) expenditure in excess of estimates for the 
Lucknow and Benares water supply sohemes and the Central and South 
blocks of the new High Court at Allahabad and (8) advances to certain con* 
tractors having been placed under objection pending elearanoe on flnad pay* 
ments. In Bihar and Oria^ the increase was due-to iMge outlay in tM 
Bankipore spedai works division in excess of estimates on toree large works, 
tiz., the Secretariat buildings, Government House and the High Court. The 
increase in Fort Blair was due to want of information as to the sanction of an 
estimate which had been accorded in 1918-14>, and to the intruduotioa of tiie 
system of audit of expenditure on repairs agunst sanctioned estimates, 
instead of against the total budget allotment, which was in existence prior to' 
the yeax under review.

tube w||b to munioipalitie% aud to amounts appearing in the aooounts of 
the WA Boring division ai due item two oontraot^ pending adjustment of 
the vails of plttt, in respect of whidi the advanoes had been made againrt dual 
solhbeAaofuieeetimate. The iuoiaaae in Madras was due chiefly to the pay 
neat cf 160 in 1U16*17 by the India Office in London to.a firm of oont^tors, 
iaaottkount of a daUn aoinat Government for breach of ooniraot in con* 
aaotion witii tha ndw jOoUeoloc^s office at Madura.

under all heada ef obj^otiona. In Bengal, tiie imprbrelnenf vaa ihe menlt of 
Buatained action &iken bv the audit office throughout thugr^T to dear obieor 
tiona, by reporting all important inregularitiee monthly ii» the Superintenmng 
En^eera and to the removal of the objeotlona in the Baooa TTnivenrity 
Biviaion. The improvement in Bmlwy waa due to the dearanoe during the 
period under review of aeveral itdna outatanding from the preceding year 
uid to the apeedy adjuatment of objeotiona raised during the year. In 
Burma, the improvement waa the reanlt of the more regnhir adimiaaion of 
vouchers to the audit office. 

In the Irrigation Branch, the im^vement in the balanbe waa contributed 
to by all the provinoes except India, Bombay and Bengal. The improvement 
in the Et)rth>West Erontier Province, waa due chiefly to the second revised 
project estimate of the Upper Swat Biver Canal having been omotioned by the 
^ret^ of State in the year under report. In Madras, it was due chiefly to the 
inoludon under the objeotioha of 1915*16 of the progressive outlay for 1914-16, 
incurred in excess over, the estimate in the case m tMls and plant for the Panja- 
patti Beservoir project, the sub-works of theTdlanur project and special tools 
and plant of the Toludur proiect. In the United Provinces, there has been 
a tendency towards gradual improvement for the last three years. In 
the Punjab, it followed the improvement in the amounts placed under 
objection under excess over estimate and miscellaneous ^regularities. In Burma, 
it was due to the clearance of a large outstanding on account of an excess 
over the project e^mato for the Tvrante CanaL In the Central Provinces, it 
was attributable to the prompt regularisation of items of ^objection pertaining 
to the year under review and previous years. These improvements were to 
a great extent covered by the increases in ^mngal and Bombay. The imcrease in 
Bengal, was due chiefly to an expenditnre of 2,61 having been incurr^ without 
sanction to detailed estimates and of 2,02 in excess over the project estimate, 
sanctioned by the Secretary of State, in oouneotion with the Madaripur Bheel 
Boute project. In Bombay, the increase was due chiefly to objections raised 
during the year for .want of, or for excess over, project provision on the 
individual work% sanctioned for the Pravara, Godavari and the Nira Bight 
Bank Canal projects, which amounted to 10,81.

neotion wUh the Ma^pur Bhed Boute prqeot and mcpenoitnre on the cons* 
truotion of the Mohanaaya sluice. 

Central ProcMcet.—Tim outs^fings under 'Excess over Estimate,' 
represent expenditure on various works of the Waingan^ Canal, which await 
the sanction of the doverament of India to the revised estimate. Under 
' Miscellaneous IrtegidariMes,' the outstandinn represent advances made to 
the East Indian uid Bengal Namur BaUways for the construction of a syphon ■ 
and a bridge, ipspectively, for wMch oomplenon reports ate awaited.

Under * jytisoellaneous 
Irregularities,’ thf outetandi^ relate mamly to outlajT in oonneotion with the 
Godavari, Fravara and tee Kira Bight Bank Oanal projects. 

Bengal.-— outstanding^ relate mainly to outlay without potion to 
detailed estimates, and in excess of estimates, on works in oonneetion with 
the Madaripur Bheel Boute project. In the case works already sanctioned 
and executed without detailed estimates, the Government of India have celled 
for the completion reports. In the case of the excess over the original estimate, 
the sanction pf the Secretai^ of State is awaited. Under * Excess over Bstimate,’ 
another important outstanding is- in connection with the remodelling of a sem- 
indary embankment, which awaits sanction to the revised estimate. Under 
* Miscellaneous Irregularities’ the outstandings mainly represent outlay 
on certain drainage and sluice works held under objection, pending acceptance 
of'the completion reports by the Oollectozs. These nave teaoe been removed. 

United JProomoee. —Under'Excess over Estimate,’the chief itetiM represent 
outlay on works in oonneotion with the Gorai and Ghag^ar Canals, of which tee 
former has since been cleared, and the latter awaits sanMion to the revised esti¬ 
mate. Under ' Excess over Appropriation,’ the main items relate to 
expenditure ou the Ghsggar aud the Dessau Canals, which Imve since been 
cleared. 

Bunjab —The important items relate to outlay in the Upper Sutlej 
Canals Division, and the Mangla Division, Upper Jhelum Canal, without 
appropriation, and on diverting the line at Men^ to a timber depdt without 
sanction to estimate. 

Burma. —^The outstandings relate chiefly to expenditure in excess of the 
project Intimate for tee Twante Canal, which have riuoe been removed. 

Central BrooUtoee. —^Uuder'Wantof Estimate,’ the outstandings chiefly re¬ 
present expenditure, incurred on works in oonneotion with the Mahanddi Canal, 
which awaits sanotion to the detailed estimates. Under * Excess over Estimate, 
the outstandings chiefly rmresent outlay,(m works in connection with the Wain- 
ganga and the Mahan^i ^nal preneots, which await sanction to the revised 
estimates. Under ' Miscellaneous Irregularities,* the outstandings are mostly. 
on account of advances to the Bengal Kagpur Bailway for the construction 
of syphons and bridges at railway oroasings, which await completion reports 
from tee Bailway Company. 


limuiolal Irr^KUlwritlM. 

36. As in the Civil Department several instances were noticed in which 
irregular action was resorts to with a view to avoiding lapses of grants. 
The ordinary devices adopted for this parp<»e were paying for stores before 
their delivery, making purchases in excess of immediate requmments, effecting 
fictitious temporary transfers of the value of materials from stock to a works 
estimate, drawing cheques aud pnrohdsing remittance transfer receipts in anti¬ 
cipation of the receipt of materials, and paying contractors in excess of the 
value of work done or of materials suppliM. Many of these devices naturally 
involved the risk of losses to Government. The practice was most common in 
the United l^vinoes, slightly less common in thp Punjab, Burma.and tee 
Central Frovinc^ while it was prevalent in other provinces in varying degrees. 
Some oa^ are given below; others are inoluded in tiie appendix to tee report. 
Many ci tee initanoes that ooeurred in the United Provinces took plaoe after 
the issue by tee Local Government in July 1915 of general orders prohibiting 
the praotioe of drawing cheques before the receipt of materials. 

(a) A sum of Bs. 64160 was by an Bxeoutive Engineer to a in 
March 1915 in part payment of tee valiM of five railway traoks, which Isrere 
actually delivered in Deoember 1915. * *

(ii)^ the aame anb-divi^n,'another aub'Overaeer recorded measurements 
between &e 11th February and the ll&May 1916, aggregating 3,416,200 oit. 
of earthwork, while re>meaaarements on the 27th October 1915 gave only 
2,663,1,23 o.ft, the exoeaa payment to the contractor thus being for 863,077 c.ft., 
which was afterwards recovered from the contractor's security deposit. The sub* 
overseer stated in hia explanation that iponey was advanced to the contractor in 
March 1916 under the SutriotEnj^eer’s orders, observed that advance payment 
could only be made when exceas^e measurenients were entered in the measure¬ 
ment book, and added that the practice of doing so in the month of March 
to avoid lapse v^as very well known. The pay of this official was reduced by 
Ra 6 for two years by the Chief Bngineor. 

(e) (i) Matraials to devalue of Be. 620-7*0, were purchased between the 
29th and the 31at March 1916, and charged to annual repairs estimates, merely 
to avoid lapses of grants. In one case the materials were lying unused in 
the godown in December 1916 and in three others they bad been used on 
worlm other than those charged with their value. 

(ii) Brioka and tiles to the value of Bs. 1,462, were paid for and charged 
to certain works on the 31st March 1916 m the same division, although th^ 
were lying unused at site in December 1916. 

The liocal Government directed that the Spb-Divisional Officer should be 
warned for his disregard of rules in both cases. 

(iii) Bs. 191-2-6 were paid from the same division on the 25th March* 
1916, to a Jail Superintendent for durries and chicks, which were not delivered 
completely until September 1916. It was explained that the advance was 
made to the articles cheaply, as the rates were' quickly risiag owing 
to a scarcity' of dyes. The Lo^ Government severely censured the Sub- 
Divisional Officer responsible, and directed thf^ a special note should be made 
in the officer’s next annual confidential report. 

(d) ' On the 29th March 1916, a running payment of Bs. 1,165 was made ^ 
to a contractor for supply of deoto logs for use on a woric in advance of the 
actual supply, while in the final payment made in May 1916 the total value 
of finishea work (both labour and materials) amountM to Bs. 1,104 only, •*.«., 
Bs. 61 less. 


(e) On the 80th March 1916, an Executive Engineer placed an order for ^ 
asbestos sh^ta with a Bangoon firm by telegram. The firm’s bill, received 
the following day, was imme^teiy paid liy a dheque for Ba. 488-18-0, though 
the materials, which bad been des]^tohedby steameir, could not possibly reach 
their destination within a fortniglU of despatch. 

(-/) Ba 2,000 were paid by an feceontive Engineer on the 28th March ^ 
1917, to a local contractor for the supply of katni stone lying at a railway station. 

materiids were rw^uired for the oonsiruotion of a school at some distance 
from the railwiy station and were ehrted later on to ,tlm site of the work 
deportmentidly.

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87. Many inatanoei came to notioe in vjblidi Ifregol^ adjttstmitatc Irene 
"'made, with a view to eva^ng financial ralei or iiaclit wjcotiona. The 
object in most of the oaees was to rednoe ezoeasea ova aanotioaed esfimatea 
or allotments, and'thus to obviate the neoesd^ tor higher sanction. N|?he 
irr^lar procedure was very common in the United Province .a little less 
in the Punjab, while it was prevalent in other provinces also. The Punjab 
Goverzunent issded a circular letter in June 1917, i^inst the practice ef making 
irregular stock adjustments in the Irrigation Branch. Some instances that 
came to notice during the year undmr review are given below; otimts will be 
found in the appendix to the report. ^ 

(a) The local inspection of a cer^n divinon diwloeed erroneous debits to 

' current repairs * on account of expenditure against certain local fund works, 
the estimates and allotments for which had not been sanctioned. The matter 
was brought to the notioe of the Local Gtovermnent as involving an intoinge« 
ment of the rule in paragraph of Volume I of the ruhlic Works 

Department Code. One of the two Suh-Divisiontd Officers, reqmnaible tor the 
irregularity was reprimanded bv the Local Government, and the-Executive 
EnginMr’s recommendation in his confidential re|K>rt was modified. The other 
Bub-Divisional Officer is no longer in service. 

(b) In a division, the register and file of oontrdbts showed, as the result of 
an audit inspection, that various contractors held more than one contract 
running against certain detailed estimates of works, and that the aggregate 
amounts of such contracts were beyond the sanctioning powers of the 
Superintending Engineer (Bs. 20,000) and the Executive Engineer (Rs. 6,000) 
respective!;^. It was irregular to split up contracts for the purpose of bringiug 
them within the powers of sanction of a particular officer. The contracts 
had since been submitted by the Executive Engineer to the Superintending 
Engineer for transmission to the Local Government fmr sanction. 

(c) Some corrugated iron sheets were lost in the course of the construc¬ 

tion of a work, but the loss, amounting to Es. 632-9-8, was not reported to any 
higher authority and was made gow privately and in part to the extent of 
Bs. 281-4-8. It was irre^lar to m^e g(^ a los^rivately without passing the 
transaction through the Government accounts. The Local Govermnent order¬ 
ed that Bs. 351-6-6, representing the unrealis^ loss, should be made good by 
the head of the office, and endoim the adverse comments of the Accountant 
General on the case. • 

{d) (i) In a canal division expenditure on special repairs was often charged 
to, and allowed to remain at debit of annual repair estimates till sanction was 
obtained to the special repair estimates. Bupees 616 and Be. 190-8-0 charged- 
in the first instance to t^ annual repair estimates were written back to two 
special repair estimates, which were sanctioned in March 1916 and August 1916, 
respectively. The explanation of the Executive Engineer was tl^t the sanction 
to special estimates and writes-baok were the result of his scrutiny during 
inspection^ but the Superintending Engineer did not accept the' explanation. 
It was ascertiuned by further enquiry that the irregulanti^ were aue to tiie 
inexperience of the Suh-Diviai(mal Officer, who has been warned that expen¬ 
diture must be debited to the correct head initiaUy. 

(ii) In the same division, 105 feet rails, 81,000 biioks and 600 cubic feet 
ballast, which were surplus and should have bm broi^ht on to the stock 
accounts under the rules, wereused, free of oost^ on additions mid iniprovements 
to the Executive Engineer’s rendenee, witii the result that the capital value 
of the building and the annual rent oaloulatod on the same esmqied enhance¬ 
ment. The Executive Engineer stated that the use of tluMe materials without 
value had the apnroval of the SuperintondiLg Engineer. The Local Govern¬ 
ment have callea for the submissioa of a rev&d rmat statement of the Execu¬ 
tive Engineer’s residence and propose to final orders thereon. 

{$) Materials to the value of Bs. 9,4^ were shown as issned from storitto 
works in the imoounts of a division for March 1916 in order to work up to the 
budget grant for tiie year.

88. In the following instusoes, the jM^iaent of liabilities waa postponed with PostimmMS 

the object of avoiding audit pbje(^oos ;:|adb poriponement is directly opposed tl wmIo nits 

to ^e rules. In Bengal, the Govetnipent issued a circular letter in Feb- objsetioiia. 
ruary 1918 impressing oh all oncers the necessity for the prompt payment of 
liabUities. In tee IJmt^ ProvineeB, the tiooal Government, at the instance 
of tee Aoeounteiit-General, issued'orders in Julv 1916, prohibiting the prao- 
rice of withboldinj^ payment of contractors' bills for repair works. 

(а) The payment of three bills for Bs. 668-2-0, Bs. 400-14-0 and^**?**- 
Be. 488-10-0, based on measurements taken on the 26th May, 25.th June 

and 6th July 1916, respectively, wail withheld till November 1916 or after¬ 
wards, as there were no sanctioned estimaies for the work done. 

(б) The claim of a contractor for Es. 2,574-11-10 for work done be¬ 
tween November 1915 and January 1916 and passed for payment by the 
Sab-Divisional Officer on the 2Sth February 1916 and by the Executive 
Engineer on the 8tb March 1916 was withheld tUlApnl 1916. The object was 
to avoid an excess over giant. 

(c) (i) Payment was mthbeld in the ease of two bills for Bs. 712-9-0 and UnM 
Es. 289-14-0, respectively, on aooonnt of measurements in eonneotion with 
maintenance of two roads, recorded in December ].916, as tee funds allotted 
for the works had already been spent. They were subsequently paid in May 
1916. 

(ii) In the same division, the measorements in connection with annual 
repairs to bridges and cnlverts on certain roads, recorded in August 1916, 
were not paid for daring 1915-16, as the estimate and allotment would thereby 
have been exceeded. The amount of Bs. 686-3-0 was snbseqaently paid in 
May 1916. 


(d) The amount of tee bill of a contractor for work measured in Decern- BiUnni Onm, 
her 1915, was reduced from Ra. 1,118-8-0 to Bs. 930-0-0, in order to avoid 
an excess over tee allotment. The balance of Bs. 188-8-0 was paid in May 
1916.

40. Several oases came to notice, which indicated a lack of sufficient atten- 

tion on the part of officers to the financial interests of Government. Some inSStoato 
instances are ^ven below; others are included in the appendix. mu uj S”^- 

((0 An estimate, amounting to Bs. 20,666, for replacing a bamboo palisading of ooTwm- 
round a distillery by a masonry wall, waa sanctioned by the Local Administra- 
tion in July 1918, and the work waa giveu on contract in October 1913. The 
work was started in January 1914, and was stopped under the orders 
of the Local Administration on the 81st September 1914, as it was decided to 
reconsider the question of moving the dUtilleiy.' As a result o/the cancellation 
of the contract, the contractor served a notice on the Secretary of State ins¬ 
tituting a civil suit for oompensation. In aoooidance with the advice 
of the Legal Beffiembranoer the matter waa settled amicably. The net un- 
lemunerative ezpenffitnre involved in tee tiansaotion came to Bs. 6,822-11-3.

vineiM«,of able during the year under-peview especially in the EEadras Fiesidqnqy. In 
rsqairstaiMi ^ purchases were made even before the idte h^ been acquired 

• or the plan of the building settled. Iherewere also oasei in which loss to 
Government occurred, owmg to the worhs for which the material had been 
collected being subsequently abandoned, and the materials deteriorath^, be* 
coming unserviceable, or bmng lost. The hiadias Government isshed a droular 
memorandum in l^y 1917 prohibiting tho practice. Some oases are given 
below; they illustrate the necessity for vigilanw in this respect on the part 
of supervising officers, in order to pretent avmdable losses of public mon^. 
itairat. (a) Surplus articles of tools and plant remain^ charged to a bridge which 

had bemi completed. The cost of the special plant was Rs. 42,896 and this 
has to be disposed of. The Local Government have requested the Superin* 
tending Engineer to see that there is no dday in dispe^ng of the plant, but 
anticipate that it may ta&e some time as the exeoutiotr of other works has 
been curtailed during the war. 

(&) Sheet piles costing Bs. 88,780 were obt^edfrom England for a bridge, 
and were actually carried from a^railway station to the work site at a cost 
of Bs. 6,987. It was then reported that these vrere not required and so they 
were transferred to another division; the charges for transport from toe 
railway station to the bridge-site and back amounting to Bs. 11,228, which 
remained at debit of the bridge. The Local Government have stated that 
the estimate as originally prepared contained a provision for well foundations; 
but that the Chief^Engmeer recommended open foundations to be constructed 
'1 a ooffte dam formed with steel sheet piling and the estimate was altered 
niordingly. wW the work was started, the Executive Engineer was allowed 
> take the risk of laying the foundations without using the piles and he was 
icoessful in doing this. The Local Government hold that the provision for 
le pilM in toe estimate was a' prudent course. I accept this view; but a 
oint for consideration is whether it was necessary to have incurrte the 
ansport cWges from and to the railway station when it was decided to 
low the Executive Engineer to build toe work witoout the piles. 

(c) In April 1914, 1,114 rolls of sensitised ferro*gallio paper were 
obtains on indent from Ei^land, but out of this quantity only 211 rdls were 
issued to Public Works divisions up to the end of June 1916. The quantity 
indented for vras about 11 years' supply, and the balance of 908 rolls, valued at 
Bs. 1,270, was found to oe unservioeable and written*off. It is understood 
that the indent was due to a misapprehennon of the orders as to the exact 
officer who was responsible for stO(^ng and supplying the papmr to Govern* 
ment institutions.

(d^ (i) Bs. 1,388, being tiie oosfc materials issaed to a oontraotor in Madra 
July 1916, were not debitM to his aooonnt till the work had been completed 
in October 1016. ^ 

(iil Bs. 6391, being the cost of materials issaed tO a contractor on yarioos 
dates (tom Maioh 1914 onwards for oonstmoting a college hostel, were not 
debited to .Or recoygred from him till the work was ,completed in Maroh 
1916. The Bub«Diyiu0!aal OfEloer has been warned. 

In both the abore cases, the oontaustor was paid full rates indnriye of 
the cost of matoials on int^ediate lulls, and there was no record in the 
accounts to show that the cost of matadals had to* be tecoyered from him. 

(6) Bs. 4,610, being the cost of Qoyeroment materials supplied to a 
coutiwtor at yarioos wes, irate' not debited to his acoount, and the debit, 
when raised for the first time in the final bill, was not accepted by the 
contractor as oorreot. In consequence, the amonnt due to the contractor on 
the final biU has been deposited in a oonrt of small causes. The Local 
Govemmeut did not consider it neoeraaiy to take action against the officers res¬ 
ponsible, as they had left the division. It is not clear whether they have left 
the service of Goyernment; if not, the case appears one to be pursued farther. 

(e) In Maroh 1916, an Executive Engineer issued stock materials to the Barm. 
value of Bs. 8,18S*14-8, to a oontraotor and debited the same to various sub¬ 
heads of the work, but in the final bill, which was jpaid in September 1916, 
no recoveries were made on this aooouni The omission was discovered in an 
audit inspection in December 1916, and the whole amount wae recovered in 
February* 1917. The c&ao has been reported to the Chief Engineer, who has 
been requested to institute a full enquiry and to bring the facts to the notice 
of the Local Government. The inenrament of the accountant concerned has 
been stopped. 

44. Most of the irregularities under this bead, which came to notice daring Want oft or 
the year under review, consisted in giving work to oontraotors before agreements 
were entered into. The practice was specially prevalent in Madras and thee w^ o 
United Provinces. In Bengal, some improvement was noticeable, but 
position was not entirely saurfacto^. The Government of Bengal issaed special 
instructions with a view to the avoioanoe of the irregularity. In the United 
Provinoes, five oaids were reported in one sab-dhision; nine in another; and four 
among others, in a third. In one snb-division, a number of payments was 
made in the absence of agreements; and in another, no agreements or work orders 
were prepared for repair works oosting undor Be. 500. In one division, numerous 
oases woe found, in wbidi work had been executed and measured up before the . 
completion of contract agreements. In another division, the Executive 
Engineer entered into several i^reemcmti, which required the sanction of the 
Superintending Engineer. The Government of the United Frovinees issued 
general mriers in May 1916 pre^bituw the irregular prooed are and oiroulat- 
mg a list of common Irregularities in tlu oonneotion. Too much stress cannot 
be laid on tiie neoessity^ forUtiotly oonlorming to tlra code rules on the subject * 
in order to pravmit litigation and poarible losses to Government. Deta^ of 
some oasee are given below; othere are given in the appendix to this report. 

(a) In oonneotion with the oontiaot for a new talnk office building, altera- Madrm*. 
tions, verbally ordered by the Executive Engineer, resulted in a dium for 
Bs. 20,000 on the part of the oontraotor, and the. sulmquent institation of a 
law salt amdnst Government The Exeentive Engineer was prepuedto pay 
only Bs. 712. The suit ended in a oonraromiie vrith the oontraotor, who 
accented aanm of Bs. 9,008 (inoluding Bs. i,801 on amount costs of the suit). 

In addition to this, Government had also to inonr otiier law charges amount- 
i^ to Be. 1,429. He law obergas and oosts, at least, are a dead loss to 
Government and it ia for oonriden^ien vchellMr some diaoiplitiary action should 
not be taken against the officer respemibto.

Sven tbe latter ohe^ didrnot seein to* liate been exefbiij^, as ii 
man^ oases, the acknowledffmmts of tbe <Mtrad»n bn the bills wgre wanting 
and in manv, there were such items as ' brioc work,* * masonry,* wiffioni 
any more detailed 'deBoription,i so that it was not poseibto to check the ratee 
even by a compurisen with'the schedule, which provided fmr varimis kinds oi 
masonry and brick w(vk, at varions rates. 

(e) (i) Two payments of !Es. 83S*10<0 and Be. 9644*& were bade on the 
31st and the 80th lla^ 191fi, respectively, without aa^ agreements with the 
contractors. 


* (ii) In the same clivision, the Sub-Dlviaional Offioora frequently entered 
into contracts considerably in excess of their powbs. One olBcer made two 
final payments of Be. 10,098'6-0 and Be. on the Slit ICaroh 1916, on 

agreements dated the 16th Febmary 19h6 and the 28th iiovember 1915, 
respectively, the execution of which were Ibyond their powers. 

(iii) In the same division, tiie Bx^lhre Eng^eer entered into a contract 
for Be. 9,601 on the 25th Sept^ber 1916,‘for annual mj^in to a certain road, 
which required the authority of the Su^mtending Bn^neer. 

Bjtm‘aniOru$a. (d) (i) An estimate of Bs. 14,034 was Minotioned in November 1913 and 
the piqnnent, up to the 28th February 1916, to a certain contractor amounted 
to Be. l,289*2-0, without any agreement w^ him. 

(ii) Estimates of Bs. 28,693 each' for two works, were sanctioned in 
August 1916, and parents up to the 29th February 1916 to certain oon< 

. traotors amonnted to m 9,696*2^ and Be. 10,766*0-0, reepectirely, without 
any agreement with them. 

(iii) Aneetimateof Be. 23,895 wee eanotioned in August 1916 and the 
raymeut up to the 29tdi February 1916, to a certain' oontractor amounted to 
Ba 10,862*6*0, without any agreement with him. 

The poBsihility of diroutes and exmnsive litigation from this failure was 
impressed by the audit office upon the Executive Engineer, who noted the 
instructions ; hut during an audit inspection in 1917*18, it was observed that, 
although agreements were bemg entered bto, they were m some oases acoeptwl 
after the work had been started by contractors. 


Imfaier 46. Inseveral oases, it was notioed that measurements had not been carefully 

mtnti”* over-payments had somettmas ooourred in consequence. In the 

ITnited Frovboes, these irregularities consisted chiefly in the entry of measure¬ 
ments m excels of work actually performed, or in respect of work whioh had 
not been exeou^ and it was upparent that In some oases entries were made 
on the aiBumption ^t work had been done^ or that oertam quantities had been 
executed, while the responsible subordinate did not take the trouble, or oould 
not find the time to virit the work and actually measure it. In Burma, large 
payments were made on subordinatee' meaiuremente without oheric. A few 
instances are given below, 

* (a) In one divisioh, on audit of a contractor’s floud bill, it was notioed 

that the quqntity of earthwork billed fee in the first two running oertifioates 
had bwn overmeaeared by more than 8 lakhs odUc feet, resulting for the time 
being in an mroewi pa;pient Be. 7,060. The matter wm reported to the 
Ghicd Enmneer, who m reply stated that the subordinate who wqi directly 
reeponribie for tbe error In me ovenueacareprat, ,had already been reverted 
to the Military Department. 

jUrM. (6) On a vouoher for a certain paymefit made on dm lat Apill915, in 

. connection with repairs to the channel an antout wstem, tiie Sub-Divirional 
Officer remarked that the weak done had been oonaidetabiy damaged by the 
floods of December 1914k bat the work piddfor waisaid to have been measured

itfaanraaonia, totalUn^^' 48,8S8 c4> earthwork, recorded by a sub* iTji/fei/Voi^

Ofioer to 20,028 o.ft. only., No dm*paynwnt was, however, aotually made. 

Ihe fobiWlMNnw waa remori^ from the aervioe by the Saperintending Engineer 
■ undo' the Mdera of the Local Ooveruiieot. 

(d) Three pages of a meaaaremeht bode oOntaiaed measarementa of 
dieadilg aiit, reooeded by a iittb*oveMeer on the 21it March 1916, but the 
ibaiM were not paid f(ff finally even on the I7tb December 1910, as the 
Bnb>DivisionahihDfflcer vwited the sites in question, but could not find any 
dressing done. The subordinate in fault hu been dismissed from the service 
and the Lomd Government do not consider that farther action is necessary. 

(a) Incmreot measurements were recorded by a subordinate in the 
meanrement book and had these not been oheokM by the Si^Divisional 
Ofl^r, an over^payment of B«. 822'7'6 would have been made.. 

Excessive m^urements ranging from 12 to 81 thousand and from 6 
to 68 thousand o ft. of earthwork were entered by two subordinates in measure* 
meat books, resulting in overmyments, which were subsequently rooovered frum 
the contractors concerned on Dills for otiier works. 

(p) A payment of Bs 9,78&-13*10 waa made on measuremenia taken 
by a temporary lower subordinate. 

• (A) A final bill payment of Ba. 1,230*9*0 was made on measurements 
taken by a sub-overseer. 

46. Many cases came to notice, in which there were discrepancies between other 
the dates of measiirement as recorded in the measurement books and as given 
in the travelling allowance journals of the subordinates concerned. 
explanation of these disorepancios has generally been either that the date was m«nt books, 
wrongly posted in the measurement book by mistake or that the measurements 
were copied from other documentsT and that the date of the copy was shown 
instead of the date of the actual measurement. As the measurement book 


is the basis of payments to contractors, and may require to be produced in a . 
court of law in cases of dispute, a scrupulous o^rvance of the rules bn the 
Subject of itsup'keep is very essentm Details of a few* cases are given 
in the appendix. 

47. ^me instances are furnished below in which losses of Government x,‘»s to 
money occurred, mainly owing to n^leot of financial rules or standing orders by Ooverament 
responsible officers. a^^of ^ 

(a) Several buildings at a certain station were fitted with electric lights or lu^^*** 
and ffins during 1910-11 and 1911*] 2, but no recoveries were made from orders, 
their occupants to accordance with the rule contained in paragraph 931, Public 
Works Department Code, Volume I., either on account of repair or interest 
charaes, or on account the cost of current consumed. In the case of some 
of the buildings, moreover, the initial charges were not separately sanctioned 
OT Ibooked as such in the accounts. In the case of two buildings, where 
the actual cost of installation is known, the loss to Government to the end of 
1916*17 amounted to Bs. b92*8-0 at Rs. 178-8-0 per year from the Ist April 
1912. The cost of conent is a futther los% the amount of which is not exactly 
known. , 


(8) Idmevand mortar required for a work were manufactured by the Public 
Works Department at a oosbof about Bs. 6,800 and Bs. 14,400, respeotirely. 
but owing to ue issue of raw materials, such as limestone, ooal, sand, eto., 
considerably in qxoess of the quantities provided for in the estimate, a loss of 
Bs. 8,126 was incurred. The St^rintending Engineer thonght that no control 
was exenised d;ther by the Executive Engineer dr by the 8ub*Divigionsd 
Offlber over the opemtioqa. 

^ (o) The measurements, reoprded ly n subordinate in connection with work 
domi tioee contraetori, were fomad, at the time of the final measurements, 
to nave been ezq^ve, with the wilt titoi the contractors were overpaid to 
the. etrtaat of Bk 6t460. (Bat cl the amount overpaid a sum of Bs. 8,764 was 
adjurted by the Ba^tive Engineer aniaittbe amounts due to the contractors . 

dtbev aooounti. The Local Government oitder^ that a 
BA 111 should be feod'ftee^^ two of the contraotora and 
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that the Utanoe of Bi. 1,464b ihoTi^ be arritteo, o£ . I fea «irii^ 
action haa been, takea agahut the sabordioate. , 

{i) 120 draaut of eolignnra ; and 100 gidloaa ^ copal 
Be. 2,628 were paid for in oontieotion wBh. a irork afainit the eel ^a a t ed.' 
provision ofr only Ba 1,274 fxa tiie vrork.< It wa^ however, found bj 
the Executive Ennneer when se^ng the aooount of the contraotor who did the 
Minting work, that more than Ba. 465 irorth of the mataciaU eoald not . hava 
Deen used on the work. 'In ^e godowne, eoligoum and vamUh worth 
Ba..l,029*7-0 onljr ware found and this was brought on to itook petnma.. lEhe 
balance of matwials, worth Ba. 1,189, ohar^ totbe aooennti the work 
ooncemed, could not be traced or accounted for. A sum Ifo. 292' has moe 
* been reoovei^ed foom the contractor who executed the pa^ug wwdc, and the 
balance has been written o9 under the orders of tihe liocal Government. 

(j) The annual retum of material-at^te for the year ending the 81it 
March 1616 for a work ehowed a ehori^ of materially worth Ba. 6,481*1*B, 
due to the defective nousuner in whion the aoconnta were kept by the 
8ub*Diviaionid Officer. After a careful examination of tbe accounts, imd 
allowing for adjustments due to mritbme^oai errors, oonfueiou in taking 
meaanrementa, and failnre to note isauea to othw works and nudce reveries 
therefor, the actual shortage came to Be. 1,654*7’9 only, which was written ctff 
under the orders of the Local Administration. Neither the Superintending 
Engineer, nor the Exeot^ive Engineer oonc^ed had any rMson to sinapeot 
dishonesty on the part of the Sul^Divisional Officer. The Local Admioistra- 
tion, however, ordered that the inorements of pay due to tbe officer should be 
withheld for a period of eighteen months and that he should get uo further 
inorements unless his accounts work met with the approval of his Executive. 
Engineer. * 

MM. if) A contractor, who was given a contract for metalling a portion of 

a road, sublet a ^t of his contract to a snlniohtractor for the manu* 
faotnre of bricks. This was in contravention of one of the conditions of 


the contract agreement, but no action was takmi by the Bxeontive Engi¬ 
neer oil this point Again there was no stipulation in tbe contract agreement 
that coal for the manufaotnre of bricks should be supplied to the oonti«otor by 
tho Department, but coal was supplied freely without security and apparently 
in excess of the actual requuement of the work. No precaution was taken 
in r^ard to the excessive issues, although at the end of each financial year 
the contractor’s accounts showed a heavy debit balance, the amount dne trom 
the contraotor at the end of 191,8-14 amonntingto Be. l,&79-2-9. Moieover 
67,418 bricks^ passed by the Sub-Divisional Officer, at the site of the 
kiln, entered in a measurement book and formally taken delivery of in 
the presence of both the ebntractor and sub-contractor were allowed to 
be taken away subsequently and sold by the sub-cmitractor, despite the eon- 
tractor’s protest and the Superintending Engineer’s orders to ^e contrary, the 
entries in the measurement books bmng oanoelied. On his expmsung his 
inability to proceed with the work, the contractor’! accounts wen finally 
closed, and a loss of Bs. 874 to Government ocouxred, which had to be written 
off by the Local Administration as irreoovefoble. 

»nd« ud 48. As in the Civil Dep^ment, several oases of fraud, mainly dpe to oan- 
^^Bsuess and n^leot of stauaing rules or orders, came to lig^t drinng the year 
nnder review. Details of a few instanoes are given below. 


(o) There was a fraudulent overpayment of Bs. 8,766 to a contractor in a 
Bub-divisional office on bills for stores and materiids caused by a manipnlation 
of the cbalans or invoioes of stores.' The manipulation which wm ooumi^ by 
the conOactor and a clerk who had idready been dfenissed for another 
reason was facilitated by oarelennesi on the part of the Sub-Divisfonid 
Officer in verifying the-bills prefened . for payment with tiie invdees. . TIm 
procedure vras that (1) purchases from local should be mado on a written 
order, and (2) that sto^ sent in opmplianoe witB surih orders rihcnld be aeoedn- 
panied ohiuans in duplicate—one copy bring simt back duly focripiad to (1^ 
siropUer, the other copy being filed 10 the sub-divisb^., offi^ a 

bin was received it oo^t to have been cheeked with the ofiua bopy of

The 
Ibft rodt yfu attained by the firm getting hold of office copies of ohalans and 
presentiDg fresh bills fOr tho sarnie artiolee, attaching tl^se cbalans to the new 
oflla. ^ method adopt^ in the Beo(^ ^stm of fraud was the insertion of new 
ftems in the reodpted flhalann rdumed to ^e firm. Audit failed *10 deteet the 
irregularities #the bills were reoeired with the obrtificate of the Snb’Diviaional 
Offion that the oontenta had been zebeired, as required by Fublie Works 
Department Code, paragraph 1005. / Suitable amendmenia to the procedure 
hate now. been mMO with a view to reumtug the poisibiJity of such manirala* 
ttons remaining undetected in future. Undmr the orders of the Local 
Administndon, a sum oi Bi. 2«106 due to the oontraotor on another account 
has been set off against the oterpayment and the balance of Ba 1,569 will 
be deducted from the pay of the responsible Sub'Ditisional Officer by monthly 
inrtalments of Bs. 100 (since reduced to Bs. 75). 

(ft) It was noticed that a navigation munshi used to realise tolls on rafts 
of timber and' issue receipts on brailf of GoTernment for the amount realised. 
The recoveries were accounted for by him in a cash book, and at inteiTals tiie 
oolleotions were paid by him to the Sub>Divisional Officer. The latter us^ to 
Booept the amonnts paid by the munahi from time to time without oxeroiaing 
any oheok over hia aocounta. It was suggested by the audit officer inspeoting 
the division that this procedure was faulty, and that proper check should be 
eaercised over the reoeipta by comparing them with the counterfoils of the 
receipts and the tickets issued by the mundii who used to retain the latter. 

This led to an investigation, with the result that the Executive Engineer 
disoovered that the munshi bad embezsled Governmont money to the extent 
of Bs. 1,185<10*9. The munshi was sent up for trial in connection with three 
eases of short payments and was convicted and sentenced to undergo one year*! 
rigorous impruonmeut and to pay Bs. 60 fine on each charge. I am not avrare 
wnether any noiioe has been taken of the n^leot on the p^ of the Sub<DiTi- 
■onal Officer. 

(o) A 8ub«diTuional cashier, while attached to two different sub^vision^ 
embeszled Government money to the extent of Bs. 4,876-6 0 by resorting to 
three methods, ets., (1) by double payment on account of the same work, 
(8) by alterations in Touonera, and (3) by payments for which measurements 
were not traceable in the measurement books. The defalcation came to notice 


as the result of an enquiry regarding the onuses of certain excesses over 
appropriations for 1915-16, which led to a searching inyesti^tiou with the assist* 
anco of a clerk from the audit office. The fraud was facilitated by want of 
system in the sub-divinons in dealing with Ash transactions, a continuous 
breach the roles and the orders laid down for the guidance of Sub-DivMoiml 
Offio^ in Chapter XI of the Public Works Department Code, Volume I, and 
a general laxity of oontrol on the part of the Bub-Divisional Officers. 
^ cashier was orimmally proaecnted and convicted and sentenoed to undergo 
.liigOronaiffllwisonfflentfor Syeariandtopay a fine of Ba .500. The Lotm 
GoVerament ordered that, after meeting’^ 792-14-6 from the security deposit 
of the eBshier,A sulu of Bs. 2,100 should be recovered from the 8 Sub-Divi- 
lionid Offioeri in fault, the balance Bs. 1,488-7*6 beii^ written-off under 
artids 879 («) of the Civil Account Code, Volume L Neoessarv precautions 
were also takra with a Viof "to removing tiie possiMlity of umilar defalcations in 
jfutttre. 

49. Thera were large excesses over the estimates under the sub-heads excava-1 
tion and land ooi^nsdion of a aawer^ and water-supply project in Bombay,^ 
the expenditure under the former head Ba.'8,07,(38 ajs^inst an estimate of 
Ba 1^15,106, an^bat under die head being Br 71,886, against an estimate

These ihowed that the differences previously noticed had bi^ reconciled. 
It was found, howevor,-that accounting <;iontinued to be irragular and 
frrah fflinua balances had been created aa a rdsult chiefly .of omiadon to bring 
' materials on to the registers in the month of receipt while the ksnes were 

recorded when these were actually made. The matter is being dealt with by 
the audit office in correspondence with the Diviaional Engineer- ' 

(6) In a division, the site accounts of three works continued to show 
materials of the aggre^te value of Bs. 10,0ti5-9-4 as being at site, whereas 
they had been used up long b^ore. The Eseoutive Engineer stated thid- 
irregularities of this nature would be guarded against in future and the 
Superintending Engineer called for a detailed report.

56. A few inatancei of overdxawala from Savinga Bank aooounia are riven 
below 

(1) A Rum of Be. 103-13-4 waa d^erpaid aa the reault of a wrong copying 
of the balance into a new ledger m the Foat Office. The check afroided 
by a oompariaon of the paaa-bouk with the ledger waa defeated in thia caae, aa 
a duplicate pafsa book anowing the wrong Mlanoe waa iwued* on the plea 
that the original had been loat. 

(2) A aum of Ba. 60-4-0 waa overpaid aa the reault of a wrong oanoella- 
tiou of an original entiy of withd(iav>^al. In thia cate, the original entry of 
withdrawal was wrongly scored out from the ledger without consulting the 
Bavin Bank Journal, as there was no corresponding entry in the paae-bwik. 

The cases were reported to the Fostmasteia ClenenJ concerned and the 
overdrawals Have since been recovered. 

(8) Sums of Bs, 206 9-7 and B*. 100 were overdrawn from two Savinga 
Bank accoanta as the result of a wrong oaatiug of the briauoea. !nie lidter 
amount still remains to be recovered. In the former case, a duplioa^ pass¬ 
book showing the wrong balance was issued on the plea that the ori gina l 
had been lost, and in the latter, the mistake had been carried into t^ paaa 
book also.

67. There was a case of shortage, amounting to Be. 208-4-6, in the cash 
balance of a Field Telegraph Offiee, due to overpayment in oonaequenoe of the 
insufficiency of fully trained accounts establishments in the field. The amount 
has been written off by the Direotor-General, Foete and Telegraphs, and the 
shortage waa debited to the Controller of War Aooounta. 

68. Four bogus money ordera for Bs. 200, Bs. 199, Bs, 600 and Ba. 625, ag¬ 
gregating Bs. 1.424, purportiug to h^e been issued from a post office, were pud 
by the post office of another city, the first two on the 8th April 1916 and ti^e 
lart two on the 14th Ajnil 1916. The first two were reoeivea in the paying 
office on the 3id Apm 1916 and were originally payable to the payee, * care 
of the Foatmaater,* but they were neither entered in tJie r^^iater of money 
ordera received, nor aent out for payment till the 7th, and were apparently in the 
possession of Bome official of the post offioe, who was working in concert with tiie 
swindler. Ou the 4tb April 1916, a poaf card was seoeived from the payee from 
another place requesting the Fostmaster to keep the aitiolee intended for him in 
deposit. The address on the money orders was aubsequently changed on the 
7th April 1916 by the Postmaster, probably under verbal inatruotiona from 
another person, or the defrauder himself; and th^ w*ere aooordingly paid to 
the payee at the house of the other individual. The defrauder, having thua 
succeeded in securii^ payment, prepared two other hc^ moMy orders *tvro 
days lator, and reomved payment on the 14th April 1916^ wilbont dlfibnlty. 
The frauds were detected when the money orders came under irariW as oiedlte for 
them were not traceable in the iuue list of. tlw post offioe from vHiioli 
they were snppoied to have boon ianied. The culprit has rinoe bten 
oouvioted and fined Bs 1,225 whidi, when recovered, will be eiedited ii 
reduction of the sum of Be. 1,424 kiet ly Government. TM fraud id fida oaia 
vraanudnly fMilitated by the negUgenoe of tke poital 
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BaUwaji. 

59. Of the total exmditare of the yoax which amounted to 81,34,3t, the psroentac* « 
amount |iilaoed under objection wae l,98tl6, or 6*77 per cent. The correspond- 
ing percentage in 1015-16 was 8*9p (a). The increase in the percentage wastSn 
dne mainly to the large outlay of 68,81 on the construction of the Nushki*^ withiSu 
Extension Bailway and of 17»10 on the restoration of the Hill Section of the^^ 

Assam Bengal Jliulway without detailsd estimates as mentioned in paragraph 
60 below.

Although the total sum under objection under all beads of account 
outstanding on the 81st July 1917 was 1,87,22 as compared with 1,82,18 in 
the preceding year; there was a considerable improvement except under 
* Want of Bstimate *. The very large increase of 1,02,77 under ‘ Want of 
Estimate * ovm the oorresponding figure on the same date in the preceding 
year was mainly'doe to an outlay of 68,81 in the construction of Nushki 
Jixtennon Bailway and of 17,10 on the restoration of the Hill Section of the 
Assam Bengal Bmlway, incurred daring 1916-17 without detailed estimates. 
Bxpoiditureonthe former project was incurr^ with the approval of the 
Seotctazy of States and a detailed estimate for.the latter hu since been 
sanotioiM by hini. The improvement under other heads of obieotiou 
is attributable diiefly to the legalariaation of a few large items, which were 
out s t an ding in tilie preceding year, namely, the excess expenditure on the 
Boutiiem Shan 8ti^ Bailway, Thui-Aungban Section, for which a completion 
estimate has been sanctioned by the Secretary of State and certain items 
aggregsting 16,89 on the Lower Ganges Bridgeb which have all been cleared

Financial Irregnlarities. 
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66. A class of financial irregularity which has been noticed in previous 
reports and which still recurs at intervals is that of incurring expenditure 
on works without an estimate and sometimes without prior sanction to the 
work beii^ put in hand, and allocating the bills to ordinary revenue main¬ 
tenance in order to avoid audit objection. The following four oases of 
this kind which came to notice in 1916-17 were reported to the Bailway Board 
who have asked the A^nt to issue a stringent warning to all officers that 
disciplinary action will be taken in any subsequent cases of this nature 

(o) An Executive Engineer incurred expenditure on the laying of certain 
sidings without a sanctioned e.stimate and without even obtaining the Agent’s 
approval to an u^ency certificate, and by allocating the expenmture to ordi¬ 
nary revenue maintenance got bills passed by the audit office up to a total 
amount of nearly fi2,400. The irr^ularity in putting the work in hand 
without an urgency certificate was taken up by the Agent on his own initiative. 
The evasion- of audit objection by wrong allocation was brought to his notice 
by the Chief Examiner. 


(6) Another Executive Enrineer incurred expenditure aggregating nearly 
B2B,000 from May 1916 to Feoruary 1917 on a programme revenue work 
for which an estimate had not been sanctioned, and debited the outlay to 
ordinary revenue with a view to avoiding audit objection. The whole expend¬ 
iture was written back to the special work on receipt od sanction to the estimate 
in March 1917. The matter was lepo^ for necessary a<^on to the A«nt, 
who has taken it up with the Chief ilmgineer. > ^ 
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(o)'An ertimate for improvemento iu certain watering arrangements 
was sanctioned in 1916, bnt expenditure to the extent of B3,801 on laying 
and maintaining a tramway in connection with the work was incurred by the 
Exectttire Engineer between February 1014 and October 1916 and charged 
to ordinary rerenue. Moreover, the value of the materials laid on the line had 
not been charged off to the work. The matter is still under correspondence 
between the Agent and the Chief Engineer. 

(d) A patent water lift costing B192 was indented for for a sanctioned 
work in 1914*16kbut could not be supplied that year. It was, however, receiv¬ 
ed in 1916-16 and, there being no allotment to cover the outlay, the cost was 
charged to ordinary revenue, and written back to the special'work in 1916-17- 
The matter was brought to the notice of the Chief Engineer, who has issued 
instructions to prevent a repetition of the irregularity. 

67. An dfBoer purchased a platform crane for B2,000 for use at a junction irregaiar 

station, without a sanctioned estimate and without obtaining the formal appro- ^ 

val of the authorities of the contiguous railway, which was necessary as the 

crane had to be provided at the cost of the’ latter. The railway eventually 
refused to take the crane, having a spare one of its own, and it had in the end 
to be brought on to the General Stores. Some loss was incurred in the 
shape of handling and carriage charges in moving the crane to and from the 
junction station. The matter was reported to the Agent, who did not accept 
the explanation of the officer concerned that, in order to facilitate speedy execu¬ 
tion of work and make his section yield good ffnanoial results, he should be 
given some latitude, and orders were issued that code rules should be strictly 
complied with in future. The case has also been brought to the notice of the 
Eailway Board. 

68. At an inspection, it vras noticed that a Sub-Divisional Officer, in March InegnUur 
1917, had submitted to the District Office for payment 5 bills aggregating 
B19,893-13-0, in favour of two contractors, of which two bills amounting to ing lapse of 
B7,070-9*l were final. The bills were passed for payment, but on the pay ®”“***^ 
clerk presenting them the Sub-Divisional Officer stopped payment and ex¬ 
plained that the bills had been prepared before the works were quite complete 

to avoid lapse of grant, but that payment w'ould be deferred as the works had 
not'been done properly. Subsequently, the Sub-Divisional Officer reported 
to the Executive Engineer that the contractors had completed their work satis- 
faotorily and asked that payment of the bills should be arranged for. The case 
was reported to the Agent by audit and attention drawn to the risk involved in 
the preparation of final bills for unfinished w'ork merely for the sake of utilising 
grants. It has also been reported to the Railway Board for necessary action. 

69. During the course of audit, it was discorered on a certain railway that, insiiiiieleBt 
contrary to the orders rc^^rding tlio allocation of the cost of private and 

assisted sidings, the cost of a )K)rtion of a private siding, inside the premises of a lag orders. 

mill, had not been charged to the mill owners The matter was taken up with 

the Executive Engineer, %nd the cost of the material inside the premises has 

since been recover^. To prevent suoh cases in future, it has been arranged 

that when no portion of a siding lies inside private premises, a certificate to 

this effect should be given by the Engineering Department both on the^timate 

and on the completion report for the work. 

70. (a) An inmnious system of petty fraud in an audit office was discovered 

during the year. It had been the custom, for some years past, for Travellinguoa^M^di. 
Insneoters of Accounts to give a clerk in the Inspection Section of the Traffic 
Audit Branch authority to draw their travelling allowance on their behalf. 

One of the duties of tltis olerk was to verify the journals of the Travelling 
Inspectors from their daily diaries, etc., and to oheck the journeys before the 
journals were submitted to the officer in charge ot the branch for countersigna¬ 
ture. He took advantage of bis position to tamper with the journals after ^ey 
had been oourtersigned and 6s/brd they were submitted with a bill for audit. 

This was effected inserting claims for Sundays and holidays, when the Ins- 
peelipr bad been away from his headquarters, but had not drawn the usual daily 
allowanoe, or by altering trains and their timings so as ’to make it appear 
that aRowaioe for a day was admissible. This was done very cleverly, and 
it was difficult to discover that the journals had been tampered with. Then 
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when the hill and .journals were audited and ^d, he paid those Inspectors on 
whose hehalf he had received payment only toe amount they had olaimed» 
retainmg for himself an^ amount over and above the. original claim. The 
amount so emhdzsled during the two or three yean the fraud was in pit^fren 
was very petty, amounting to just over B500 ; and as the whole amount 
of the Provident Fund bonus earned by the culprit, namely Bl,287, was 
forfeited, thcfre was no loss to Government. With the approval of the 
Accountant General, Byways, the man was dealt with departmentally, being 
summarily dismissed with forfeiture of bonus earned in 29 vears' otherwise 
satisfactory service. Certain defects in procedure which helped to make 
the fraud'possible were set right, and a Superintendent and some clerks, who 
had not been as intelligent or as careful as they should have beeni were 
adequately dealt with. 

(by Two instances of fraud at railway stations are given below:— 

(i) On August 26th, 1916, a man was arrested in the passenger hall at a 
station in the act of selling to passengers tickets which had already been 
used, of which a considerable number were found in his jpossession. 9^ 
man, who was subseqently found to have been working at the station as an 
unpaid probationer, was convicted of fraud and sentenced to one year's rigorous 
imprisonment and a fine of fi25, or in default 3 months' further imprison¬ 
ment. Enquiries instituted shewed that the re^le.of tickets in this manner 
had been going on for some time, and that the Station Master, who had 
no authority to employ a probationer, was either a party to the fraud or at 
least had been so grossly slack in supervision as to permit fraud to be carried 
on without his knowled^. He was consequently uisraissod from the service. 

(ii) ^ In May 1916, during an inspection of the accounts of a station, a 
Travelling Inspector of Accounts made a surprise collection of tickets and found 
(hat of the tickets collected many were un-stamped while others were stamped 
for an earlier train. This led to the suspicion that re-issues of tickets had been 
going on for some time and tests specially instituted proved that this was actually 
the case. The Station Masters were prosecuted and were sentenced to one 
month’s rigorous imprisonment and a fine of B250, or in default a further 
term of imprisonment for 3 months. 

71. On a State Bailway, it was noticed that the points raised and the irregu¬ 
larities brought to light in audit inspection reports on Open Line Exeouuvo 
Engineer’s Offices were not always adequately dealt with by either the Execu¬ 
tive En^neers or the Engineer-in Chief. In the ca^e cf one District Office the 
disposal of the iuspeccion report was so unsatisfactory that the Ohivf Examiner 
repruscubd the matter to the Chief Engineer with the result that severe action 
was taken against the staff concerned and the report was returned to the District 
for redisposal. 

72. On a State Bailway, inspections by audit have brought out the fact that 
the accounti of permanent way materials kept by the Engineering Department, 
Open Line Offices, Imve been uniformly bad; and, with a view to remedy the 
defect, it is underetood that such materials are being transferred to the custody 
of the Stores Department

1916-17 .—Of the sum of 93,73 outstanding, 48,63 have since been 
adjusted, 41,91 are outstanding for want of vouchers or other 
details, 2,44 are under recovery, and 76 are awaiting Govern¬ 
ment sanction. 

The delay in the settlement of these outstandings is chiefly duo to the 
increase of work on account of the war and the absence of experienced clerks in 
the Field Account Offices. Endeavours are being made to reduce the outstand¬ 
ings with the assistance of extra temporary establishments and of Qasetted 
Staff and Accountants deputed from Civil Accounts OfGces. 


Accounts of Field Oontbolibrs. 

uMntage af 78. The expenditure placed under objection during the year under review 
(85,67) represents 1'54 per cent, of the total expenditure (23.09,17) audited 
S,“*****‘ Controllers’ offices during the year. The corresponding percentage 

usSe.” the preceding year was 3*09. This improvement was duo to the wlmle of 

the pay lists of Indian troops (rank and file) and of a large number of British 
troo^ and establishment pay bills being subjected to pre-audit, any mistakes 
found being corrected on the spot; to the greater sciutinynow exercised by the 
Divisional Disbursing Officers; to the reduction in the scope of audit to ^th 
of the accounts ; and to the steadily growing experience gained by the civil 
and temporary clerks in auditing the field accounts. 

79. The following statement shows the balances of objections raised up to 
the 31st March 19l7i but remaining unadjusted on the Slst July 1917 in the 
books of Field Controllers. The corresponding figures for the preceding year 
are also given for purposes of comparison:— 
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The improvement of 15,19 in the amount under objection outstanding on 
the Slst July 1917, as compared with that in the preceding year, was due 
to a reduction in the objection issued on account of hire of vessels employed 
in Mesopotamia, owing to such charges having been regularised, and to the 
adjustment of 13,65, paid provisionally to a firm bn account nf the hire 
of a flotilla in Mesopotamia in 1915-16, subject to the rate of'hire being 
fixed hy the Government of India.

80. The following itatement ihowi tbe^ entiiandinee imder each field ^**^'^**m 
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The above outstandings represent almost entirely objections for want of 
vouchers, l(Mt pay certificates, oertifioates of payments or other particulars; 
they include l,8ii on account of disallowances against the Inland Water 
Transport Officer, Amara, which are under local investigation. 


financial Irregularities. 

81. A few instances of financial irregularity, belonging to classes, which 
were prominent during the y^ under review, are given below 

(а) An inspection of the accounts of a dairy farm disclosed the fact sniriki of 
that two payments for Be. 1,040<11<3 and Bs. 1,481, resj^ively,in connection in 
with soheaule measure works were entered in the Cash for March 1917, 

although only Bs. 486-6 0 and Bs. 446-12-0, respeclively, out of them had with a^sw so 
actually been spent in that month, and the remainder in 1917-18. The money 
was apparently drawn with the object of prejenting a lapse in the grant. 

The Anistant Director, Dairy Fanns, concerned issued necessary instruo-*^*“**’ 
tions to prevent a reourrenoe of such irregularities in future. 

(б) (i) It was noticed in the course of an inspection of the accounts Vnipons 

of a Silladar Camel Corps that a sum of Be. 68,762-5-11, drawn in 1916-16 by ^ 

the Offlcfi^Commanding for purchase of bhoosa, etc., for the feed of camels troMiuioa. 
(which is allowed when free erasing is not avmlable), was not wholly 
spent for the purpose, and the unexpended balance was credited to the 
oorM fund. The inegularity was reports to the General Officer Commanding, 
ana eventually n sum of Bs. 6,889-10-10 was recovered and credited to 
Government in July 1917. The officer subsequently submitted an appeal 
against the recovery of Ihe sum. 

(ii) The nnmcpended balances of hutting grants for the year 1916-17 
and previous years had' been retained by the Officers Commanding certain 
Indian B^ments, instead of beii^ credits before the close of the financial 
year, as required by the rules. One officer credited to Government in the 
accounts for 1917-18 Bs. 59-14-8, due for 1916*17. Another officer utilised a 
part of a sum cd Bs. 4S4-6-0 for 1916-17 and previous years to meet expenditure 
in 1917-18, but the amount has since been recovered. A sum of Bs. 1,524-12'1 
for 1916-17 is due from a third officer and necessary action has been taken for 
its recovery, 

(o) (i) An embeiilement of a sum of Bs. 888-5-11, on account of family uefaieatioas 
allotment by men of acorn of Sappers and Miners during March 1917, came of Oeveranwat 
to notice on the 26th Apru 1917. It was decided by the Court of Enquiry 
held on the case, that the embesalement was due to vrant of care on the part m 
the officer entrusted with the duty of checking the accounts and that he was, 
theirfore, raponrible for the loss; but on further enquiry, it was found that bis 
responiiil^ coveted oxdy Je. 406-18-11. This amount is being recovered from 
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his pay by inatalmenti and the,ba]anoe of the loai hai been made np by the 
oorpi.. 

(ii) A.iiun’of Be. 636*8*0, 'rapi^nting the value of 66 money ordeia 
on account of family allotmenta, wMoh veto xetmrned bv the Boat Office 
unpaid during 1916*1^ u'aa embeailed by a writer, owing to hk being allowed 
to receive euch unpaid money ordevi. Two offioert wmre held leaponaible. Ihe 
amount for which one oftl^ waa responsible was subsequentiiy recovered, 
and steps have been taken to recover the portion for which other officer 
was resDonsible. Unpaid money orders are now reorived by A British officer 
to avoid such frauds. 

^e«s (d) Five officers obtained advance of Be. 3,644, Bs. 8,706, Be. 1,864^ 

.Be. 3,S65 and Bs. 6,216 respectively, in the field, between the period from 
itUMtM. November 1916 and September 1917 on fdse certificates to riie effect that they 
were in credit up to those’amounts. The first three oases were brought to ^e 
notice of the War Office, as the officers had gone Home, and in the remaining 
two case^ the officers were tried by Gourt-nuutial and dismissed from the 
service. 

Military Worki. 

-i«dBtaereof 82. Undel 47—'Military Works, the total expenditure during the year 
under review was 2,29,64^ of which 2,01,22 (excluding overlapping figures^ were 
^nditnre: placed under obj^on, showing a percentaM of 87*6 as against 39*6 in the 
preceding year. These figures do not include me Military Works expenditure 
debited to the Central War Controller, which is separately dealt with in 
paragraph 87 below. The great increase in the percentage was the result of 
war conditions and was mainly due to very lam expenditure incurred without, 
or in excess of, estimates and appropriation on the construction and improvement 
of roads on. the North-West Frontier to render them suitable for mechanical 
transport, on aviation camps, hospitals, cavalry lines, cantonments and hut 
accommodation, and to large unvouched outlay and excesses over the reserve 
limit of stock. The expenditure held under objection during the year amounted 
nearly to (1) 70,00 (is., 68,00 more than the last year), for want of sanctioned 
estimates to urgent works, (2) 12,00 for want of completed vouchers and (3) 
86,00 for an excess over the reserve limit of stock in Bombay, purchased for 
despatch overseas to the Indian Expeditionary Forces. 

Under 47'A.—Special Defences, the percentage of objections to the total 
expenditure was 29‘1 as against 2S'7 in the precedkg year, the total expendi¬ 
ture during the year under review being 2,78, out of .which 81 (excluding 
ovOTlapping figures) were placed under objection. The increase in the per¬ 
cental was nudnly due to expenditure without estimates on the reiigeration 
of a magaxine.

86. Out of 92 items relating to 1914«16 and prerious yean which were Aaaiyaiji of 
oatstandi^ ontheSlst July 1916, 76 were awaited dnxing the period under SeowSSii^ 
reriew. T^ item q)eoially rofert^ io in paragraph 84 of the last teport,minr^ 
which reprea(^ts a sum of 11 adranoed in March 1912 and Pebruary 1918 to 
an Officer Oommandinga Yolunteer .Bifies Ooips for the construction of dn 
Armoury and Sergeant Instructor’s quarten, still remains unadjusted, 

Of the outstandiiM for 1915>16 and 1916>17, 81,10 represent excesses 
over the reserve limit of stock, of which 68 only were adjust up to end of 
October 1917. 

86. It has been roughly estimated that the percentage of Military Works Pereeatage 
started during the veer without detailed spnotioned estimates was 42*15, against 
82*46 in the preceaing year. This estimate is based on statistics for eight estunaMs 
districts selected at random. The increase in the percentage, as 
with the preceding year, wu due to urgent works undertaken on account of w«riu start 
the war. 


War Bapenditiira. 

87. The expenditure on Military Works charged to war, which wasPsr^aag* 
placed wider objection daring the year under review, amounted to 2,42,79, tSw”* 
and the total expenditure to 2,94,46, thus pving a p»oentage of 82*46. This aapea4ltar« 
high percentage was due to many works havings bran started without either 
administrative or teohnical aanotion owing to their great urgency, to the want 

of consignee's receipts for stores despatched to the various expeditionary forces 
and to large advances to contractors for war works. 

88. The following statement shows the balances of objections raised up sf 

to the 8l8t March 1917, but remaining unadjusted on the Slst JjJy 1917 
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89. The outstandings under MisceUaneons inregulwrities include 66,19 held 
under objection for want of consignee’s receipts for stores despatched to the 
various overseas expeditionary forces. Thm important matter ia refe^ to 
in para^ph 94 below. The remainder of the outatan^ng repreaents chiefly 
exj^nditnie, without or in excess of eitimatoa. on war hospitals, water 
supply and pontoon bridge tndns.

' Financtal hawgalaritl—. 

91. As obsezred in pamgraph 86 of the last repoxt, the Oireotor General, 
Militarr Works, iasned a oircolar during 1916*16 prohibiting irregular 
action for the purpose of avoiding a lapse of budget grants. Siakilar orders 
were also issued bj this officer durmg the year under ■ review, but the 
irregularity is not entirely absent, as the follotring instances will illustrate: — 

(а) The rdceipt of some tools was certified by a Barrack Sergeant on the 
25th March 1916, and a remittance transfer recdpt for Bs. 86>10*0, representiiu 
the cost of the articles, was sent to the suppling firm on the 89u March 
1916. The tools, however, were actually taken delivery of on the 17th April 
1916, on which date a ore^t note for the railway freight was issued. 

(б) Two remittance transfer receipts for Bs. 16 and lUi. 65*14*8, being 
t^e value of certain articles, were cbtaii^ from a treasurr on tile 80th March 
1916 an(h despatched to the payees on the 3rd April 1916, out the stores were 
actually received on the 12th April and 6th April 1916, respectively. 

92. A cheque for Bs. 150 was encashed on the 17th October 1915 for 
recouping a treasure chest balance and the amcfiint was advanced under the 
orders of the head of an office to a subordinate officer, who was* proceeding on 
casual leave, without the payment being recorded in the cash book. The 
irregularity was detected at the time of an audit inspection. The serious 
futures in this case were— 

(•) Utilisation of State funds to meet private expenditiue—tlu officer 
having no power to sanction the advance. 

(it) Omission to record the transaction in the cash book. 

(iu) Signing of an incorrect certificate for the cash balance. 

The officer responsihle was warned by the Commanding Boyal Engineer 

against the irregularity, and the Director General, Military Works, concurred 
in the action. 

93. During the year under review, sevend works were started without ad* 

__ ministrative sanction. In some oases, this sanction was not accorded even after 

• •tartsd the lapse of 12 months from the date they were taken in hand; while in 

several others, the delay was for six montbs or more. Details of a few cases 
IS. are given below 

(a) The construction of rest and relief camps in two different stations 
was started in November 1916, and the expenditure incurred on them to the end 
of March 1917 amount to Be. 93,725 and Ba. 83,846, respectively. 

(5) A new water supply installation was started in December 1910, and 
the expenditure to the end of March 1917 amounted to Ba. 1,25,830. 

(c) The construction of a hospital was started in July 1910, and the 
expenditure to ‘the end of March 1917 (2nd Supplementary) amounted to 
Bs. 6,74,944. 

In none ci these oases had administrative sanction been received by 
February 1918. 

laatsof 94. (a) The War Office have always attached special importance to the 
ohtmning of adequate proof of delivery of stores sent overseas, and under orders 
issued in July 1915 the audit Ckffioer is required to obtain consignees' receipts in 
support of the debits to the Imperial Government on account of stores shipp^ 
overseas for the use of the Expraitionaip Forces. An exception had, however, 
to be made in rward to the earlier shipments, and it was decided that for 
stores despatched oefore 1st April 1916 it wotUd be suffii^ient to obtain mates’ 
receipts fer packages supported by certificates of contents from purchasing and 
packing officers. The officer responsible for shipments of Military Works 
stores up to Ist April 1916 was not able to produce even the latter proofs 
of shipment, md an audit inspeotion of his offi<» in August 1916 brought out 
the foot that no ^stcuiatio records were available and that it was very 
difficult to connect bills at lading with the actnal oontento eff the packi^ 
or with the vouchers on which the stores purchased had been' paid for. ^iie 
audit office brought this to the notice of Director General of Military 
Works in September 1916, hut while 1 fully recognise the special ^cultlM 
attendant on the earliw shipments of stores, 1 regret to have to staien^t the 
question still remains to be eettled. 
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(b) Even la regard (0 tile aiipt>UM mftde from Ist April 1916, prompt 
attention baa not given to tbe neo^ty for obtaining oonaignee’a receipts 
and tbe amount placed under objection on this account and remainmg 
unadjusted to tbe end of Ifaicb 1917 was nearly 95,92. Out of this sum 
nearly 46,72 has been adjusted to tbe end of February 1918. 

96. The officer responsible for shipments of Military Works stores also failed FaUars to 
to keep an up-to-date and correct account of purchases and stock, tbe position 
Iwing particularly unsatisfactory in regard to the large supplies of timber. The a^ok and par' 
duties entrusted to this officer have been taken over by the Indian Munitions 
Board; but the work of winding up his transactions up to July 1917 is still 
proceeding, and there is some dispute at to the value of the stores taken over by 
ue Board. 

96. In regard lothe purchases of Military Works stores for shipment Paynwatsoa 
overseas, one serious feature was the large payments ‘onaowunt’ made to*®®®®®** 
contractors, which sometimes ran into lakhs of rupees and remained unadjusted 

for months together. Tbe total of such payments during 1916-17 amounted 
to 1,80,73; the unadjusted balances on this account at the end of March 1917 
were p^cularly heavy, and in two cases amounted to 26,97 and 14,42, respec¬ 
tively. It is, however, satisfactory to observe that outstandings on account of 
these advance payments have been aleared gt oondderably reduced as the result 
of the action taken ^ the administrative authorities on the representations 
made by the audit officer. 

Marine. 

97. The percentage which the expenditure placed under objection during 
1916-17 (16,16) bears to tbe total expenditure of the year (11,80,05) is 1‘37 tetei 

as against 8-78 in the preceding year. , •kpenditnre. 


Analysis of Outatendlng Objeettona. 

98. The following statement shows the balances of objections raised up to ontstavdiuf 
the Slst March 19l7, but remaining unadjusted on the 31st July 1917, classi- *»•**“•*•' 
fied according to the years to which they relate 
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The balance outstanding on the 81st July 1917 shows a large increase oompsrisite 
of 8,16, as compared with ue preceding year. The increase is due to tlto 
inolunon of objections on war expenditure, whic^ consists chiefly of the charges 
for hired transports, purchase of.riveroraft, prise steamtiiips employed on 
military service, Boyal lo^ Marine vessels placed at the disposal of the 
Admiralty, and stores supplied to tiie Expeditionary Forces. 

99. The outstandings relating to the year 1914-15 represent disallowances Analysis of 
on accost of exobanM oompensation, fidid and command allowances, overpaid 
to oertain officers by OlBoers Commanding, Marine vessels.

Steps have been taken 
towards effecting an early settlement of the items, and i£e delay Is chiefly 
attributable to tne present war conditions. 

Mfuroli Expenditure. 

102. Tables of figures to show the heavy expenditure in March, nmilar to 
* those given in paragraphs 05 and 97 of the lut Appropriation Beport, as also in 
previous reports, have oeen omitted from this report, as Sir Beginald Gamble was 
of opinion that though the fibres for each province were instructive when 
taken separately, they were misleading for the purpose of comparison be* 
tween different provinces, as all the provinces aid not base them on the 
same daia. Simplified tables, giving flgures which would legitimately 
admit of comparison between the different provinces, will appear in future 
reports. For the year under review, it must sufl^e to state that Accountants 
General were able to report an improvement only in the provinces of Burma 
and Bengal. As regards other provinces, while no perceptible improvement was 
noticed, the heavy expenditure was often attributable more or less to legiti¬ 
mate causes, such as the urgency of certain works, the latenen in certain tracts 
of the monsoon of 1916 and uie consequent delay in the commencement of 
works. The following specific instances however show that the practice of 
rushing expenditure in order to use up grants is still resorted to by a 
number of officers. Personally, I would not regard heavy expenditure in March 
as serious in itself, if it is incurred without infringing those rules which expe* 
ricnoe has shown to be essential for safeguarding economy, but in the ins* 
tancai below it is difficult to assume that all the prMcribed safeguards were 
actually adopted. These remarks would also apply to the irregularities 
detailed in paraeraph 36 of this report, which are closely connected with the 
practice of rushing expenditure in March. 

'mw Pnmneu. (o) The expenditure in March 1916 in one Tlivision, amounted to 
Bs. 3,86,673, ^inst the aversM of Bs. 57,823 for the other eleven monthijOf 
the year. During the last 8 days of March, no less than 173 cheques were 
drawn for a total sum of Bs. 1,61,817. 

(5) 81 cheques, amounting to Bs. 9,866, were drawn by a Sub-Divisional 
Officer on the Blst March 1916 for payment of 62 vouonere. This rush of 
payments on so many accounts on a single day entail^, (•) the writing of 7 
pages of the cash book on that day, (ti) the posting by the Sub-DivisionM Officer 
of 234 pages of measurement nooks, (lu) the checking (and billing) by his 
clerk of 347 pages of measurement books, and (ip) the entering of 62 bills in 
the bill book. In spite of this heavy work done on the 81st March, the cash 
book was certified to have been closed on the 81st March 1916. 

(c) A subordinate recorded the measurements of 42 works, covering 68 
pagM of two measurement books on the ‘list March 1916. All these 
entries were farther checked in tiie sub-divisional office and paoed and 
paid by the Sub*Divisional Offiper on the same day, along with some others 
' recorded by other subordinates, total amount paid on that^te l^igg more 

than the works payments of the previous 80 days of the month. The situations 
of the several works shown as measured on the 81st Much were such that the 
subordinate could not have virited all of them in one day; bis travelling 
allowance journal showed that he bad visited ahnost all the places that day, 
but the Executive En^neer and the Superintenffing Engineer were of opiswn 
that this was not true. 

103. In paragraph 04 of the- last r^rt, ffir Beginald Gamble' alluded to 
the special procedure, introduced by the wvernment of India, providing fot the 
regrant of tne lapses of each year in the Budget Estimates of ibe roUowing 
year. This was intended to do away automatically witii any induoeme^ 
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that spending officers mny have for adopting irregolor devices to avoid a 
lapse of ipuits. Probably all Uie provinow, except Madras, have by now taken 
steps to introduce ibis procedure. Bengal, Bombay and the United Provinces, 
were not in time to give effect to it in the Budjget Estimate for 1917-18. In 
the Budg^ EitimatM for 1917-18 of the Punjab, Burma, Bihar and Orissa, 
the Central Provinces (Buildings and Boads Branch), and Assam provision was 
made for regrants of 6,66, 6,00, 7,70, 3,20 and 89, respectively, out of lapses in 
the grants for 1916-17. This action resulted in Burma in an improvement in 
the expenditure^nourred in March 1917, as compared with that in the corre¬ 
sponding month of 1916. It is to be hoped that, as the procedure becomes 
more generally known to spending officers, there will be a sii^ar improvement 
in other provinces. 

Disoipliaary Action. 

104. In paragraph 98 of the last report. Sir Beginald Gamble referred to 
the necessity for disoiplinary action, if the volume of financial irregulari¬ 
ties was to be appreciably decreased. This view has been endorsed by the 
Secretary of State, who, in his despatch No. 63-Pinanoial, dated the 30th Nov¬ 
ember 1917, has expressed his regret at the recurrence of the same classes 
of irregularity year after year, in spite of repeated injunctions, and requested 
the Government of India to impress on the Local Governments the great 
importance of enforcing a higher standard of efficiency in the matter. The 
Government of India, in circulating this despatch with their Finance 
Department letter No. 67-A., dated the 12th February 1918, have associated 
themselves fully with the remarks made by the Secretary of State. This 
report iodioatra that Local Governments and other administrative authorities are 
becoming increasingly aware of the importance of this matter, and 1 believe 
that the orders recently issued will not fail to bear fruit in the near future. 


It is disap^inting, however, to note that on the whole there has been 
no appreciable decrease in the number of irregularities which have had to be 
brougnt to notice in the present report, although there has been a slight 
improvement in some provinces. These irregmarities have already been 
brought to the notice of the Local Governments, or the superior administrative 
authorities concerned, by the respective audit officers. In most oases, the 
authorities concerned have merely expressed their disapproval of the methods 
or procedure adopted, or warned the officers responsible, or drawn their 
attention to the rules and orders on the subjects at issue. General orders have 
also been issued by them from time to time in regard to the more common types 
of irregularity. I doubt, however, whether much benefit can now be hoped for 
from the issue of further general orders, and am confident that more advantage 
will bo derived from adequate action on individual oases. It is satisfactory 
to note, therefore, that in some oases sufficient disciplinary action has 
been taken {vide e.g.t paragraph 12 (/'), paragraph 37 (o), paragpr^h 
45 (o) and paragraph 81 (o) above). In others, however, I have felt it desirable 
to aA that the Mequaoy of the disoiplinary action taken should be reconsidered 
{vide e.g., paragrapn 12 clausra (c), («) and (p). 


In some of the oases included in the last report stringent disciplinary action 
has been taken. In the Madras case of theft of B2,000 during transit, referred 
to in paragraph 13 (a), the Deputy Collector was censured for the neglect of 
duty and retired from the service, while the treasurer who had previously been 
granted an exten^on of service was ordered to retire immediately; and the two 
head constables and Uie five constables, who escorted the tmsury remittance, were 
prosecuted and convicted. In the case of embesslement of Es. 1,736 referred to 
in paragraph 18 (/), the Government of the UMted Provinces ordered a 
Deputy Cmleotmr to pay Ba. 800 bdiig half 4he net amount for which his 
carelessness had rendered him liable. In the Punjab case of loss of Be. 2,606, 
referred to in parupraph 89(c), the Ldoal Government stopped the promotion 
of the Sub-Divistonm Officer for two years for his gross carelessness in 
paying for briolo, which he had. never personally counted, and which were 
not properly olasaiified and stacked, and in permitting bricks la^ly in excess 
of contract agreement to be burnt And paid for. In the ‘ Army Department 
ease^ lefdlied to in paragraph 79(c), the'person responsible was dismissed from 
the Ittvioe..

Under^ Agrioaitare,'the mEoeas (IS) was dne to the fact that the 
savings antidpated in the Bndget were not folly realised. Under 30—Stationery 
and Printing, the excess (liB4) was due to smaller indentsby Provincial Govern¬ 
ments for stationery from the Oentnd Stores. Under 33—Famine Belief, the 
increase (91)-was due to larger e^ewiiture in connection with measures 
for the proteotioh of cattle u Ajnser than was anticipated. Under 42— 

Irrigation—Major Works—Interest (m Debt, the excess (1,06) was the result 
of a variation in the rate of intmest adopted-in the aooonnts from that adopted 
in the Budget 

In Baluchistan, the excess nndn 36—Political—Special (8,72) was due 
chiefly to charges in connection with the deputation of Major Keyes to the 
Mekran Border, the incidence of whldi was not settled during the year under 
review. 

In Bombay,, the excess nnder 1—Befunds and Drawbacks (1,92) was 
chiefly nnder ou^ma and income tax refunds, which exceeded anticipations 
in the closing months of the year. The excess under 5—Salt (14) was due 
to the ad jutment in Mandi (Fi^) of the cost of stores, supplied by the 
Marine Department. The excess nnder 18—General Administration (10) 
was due to expenditure in connection with the^ loan work and to laiger pay¬ 
ments of allowances to Presidenoy Banks than anticipated. The excess Under 
47 —Military Works (1,08) was due to outlay having been incurred wi^out 
allotment on oonstMioting an Acetone Factory, additions and alterations to a 
Police training sohool to make it suitable as a hospital, and conversion of the 
New Customs House at Karachi into a war hospital. 

In Bengal, the excess under 8—Assignments and Compensations (16) was 
due to the payment of arrears of malikana in tire dosing months of the year. 

The excess under 42—Irrigation Major Works—Working Expenses—Public 
Works Department (7) occurred under the Madaripur Canals, establishment, 
and was caused by a smaller recovery on account m such charges than was 
anticipated. 

In the United Provinces, tiieexosasiiiider 14—Interest on otherObligations— 

(50) resulted from the ntil^tion of antioij^i^ savii^ under this head on 
account of the peasioas of certain Wsiiykadars in meeting exoetees under other 
heads. The antidpatioa of savings did not, however, prove to be correct. The 
excesinnder48—Imgation, Major Works—Wiwldng Expenses—Public Works 
Dej^tment (80) was mainly due to establishment charges having exceeded 
anticipations, 

Under Bail ways, the exceat undw 14—Interest on other Obligations (1,60) 
was due o^fly to the interest on ,tiie unexpended balance with the Secretary 
of State of the capital raised by the Madras and Southern Mahntta Bailway 
Company having oeen lam wai antidpated. Under 88—State Bailways 
—Share of Suruus Profits, eto., the excess (1,68) ooouned chiefly on the 
Mysore State Bimvray.

The 
excess (6,42)_nnder Oonveyanoe by Bail was due ta la:%er moremaats of 
stores, eto., In oonneotion with, the war. The excess (1,4)}} under Oantonments 
was due to the funds, transferred ftom this h&d to meet ia part the ejcoess 
under Army Clothing Bepartipent, having been too high. oxoess (1,09) 
under Pensions was mainly due to no additional grant having been sanctioned 
to meet charges for the enhanced rates of pensions lor Indian oombatanti, 
which, it was anticipated, would be allotted mm the reaerve under Misodla* 
neons Slices. 


Of the total excess of 26,29 under 47—^Military l^i^rks (India General)^ 
26,21 relate to Ordinary Demanda and the balance to Speoisu Denoands, the 
main cause for the excess under the former being the purohase of st<ffea for 
Oveneas Poroes by the Bngineer Stores Officer, !^mbay.

Wftr Aooouttto. 

108. The following remarks are not confined to the. year under review but 
refer also to the year 1917*18. 

109. The volume of work, wbioh the war has thrown on the Military Aooounts 
Department of the Government of India, has increased considerably in 1917*18 
as compared with the precedicg year. The expenditure in India on Milita^ 
Services, duirgeable to the revenues of India, woioh stood at £20*7 million in 
1916*17, is expected to amount to £23*6 million in 1917*18. The not.amount 
of exp^diture, debited to His Majesty’s Government in 1916*17 in the war 
aooounts of the Central War Controller, was £86*2 million, after allowing for 
a credit of £6*3 million on account of Indians contribution in resjpeot of the 
* normal cost* of the Indian Expeditionary Porces. The oojcrekpo&ding figures 
in 1917*18 are estimated at £69*7 million and £6*8 million resp^vely. Apart 
from the charges recorded in these war accounts, there are certain other itemi, 
which are to be recovered from the Admiralty and the Ministry of Munitions, of 
expenditure connected with the war (e.g., on account of transports chartered in' 
England and rails supplied to the Ministry of Munitions), whidi are adiuited 
with His Majesty’s Government, outside the war accounts of the CentrsJ War 
Controller. The amount of such expenditure in 1917*18 will be about £2 
million. There is also a la^ volume of expenditure ou the purohase of 
reserves of stores of various olassee ip meet future demands from' the various 
theatres of war and probable recrements in oonneotion with measuree for 
the defence of India’s frontiers. This expenditure is <^rged fo a ' War Stores 
Suspense Aooount *, until it can definitely be allooated aa chargeable either 
to fos Majesty’s Government or to Indimi revenues. The outstanding 
balance under the * SuspCfnae head at the end of 1916*17 stood at £ 7 
million. 


To deal with this heavy increase in work, furthor additions have been 
made during 1917*18, both to the suplerior staffwodfubordinaie establishments. 

110. The Indian Munitions Board was formed to^ds the end of 1916*17. 
The Pinan.cial Adviser, Military Pmanee, wat appointed td be the financial mem* 
bdr of the Board, and all financial and accounts work, connected with the Board, 
was entrusted to the Central War Controller. One of tiie latter’s deputies 
works u the financial officer of the Board; and, generally speaking; sdl proposal 
involving expenditure are MWtttinised by 1dm, and all important meaanrei, aa 
well as all questions of inoreaise in establkfaiBnits or addition to pay and 
allowances, are reviewed by the Pimtedal AdvisM, Military iinance, porsonally. 
T»seoure effective control, all toperUuit payi^nts are made from head- 
qnarters, after audit by officers working Under the Central War Oontroll«. 
With the transfer of the adadnistratiye control of the Arn^ Clothing mid 
Ordnance Paotoriee to the Indian M'unitioni the payuMtei aud^ and 
accounting of the expenditure connected witii tiieM fa^tes, has him tnute'

Tajy have also examined the question of 
new nnancial jpowm whioh may suimbly be conferred on ^e Army 
Commanders. Jpey have now sanoaoned as a temporsary measure, and for the 
period of the wv only, the introduetlon of an amended system of finanwial 
delation- The main features of these ohangea are:— 

(s) The Ahny Gonunandota, Northeni andQouthesm Commands, have been 
nren financial lowers and assigned tiidr appropriate place between Diyisional 
Commanders and the Army Dej^ment of me Govemmoit of India as the * next 
higher competent financial authority * to IMviabnal Oonupanders. They are now 
authorised to sanetioa expenditure up to a limit of Bs. 15,000 in respect of each 
sanction, and to rewprojj^te saTinga from the Budget, grant of any one 
Sivision dr Independent Brigade to meet expenditure in any other. They now 
possess spe<^ powers in respect of Military Wcurks expenditure and power of 
remitting disallowanoes by audit officers and of writing off losses. Besides thes^ 
certain other powers, s.y., in connection with pensions, riaimsto compensation 
for losses, have also been delegated to them temporarily. 

. (ti) The Financial powers of IliTisional and Indepjmdent Brigade Com¬ 
manders and other authorities have been enlaii^ed. This has been effected 
mainly (i) by the remoral of (wrtain formal restriotions of procedure, and (ii) 
by recasting rules, the terms of which required a restricted interpretation. 
Certain new powers, e.y., of sanctioning Militazr Worlu expenditure, and of 
increased powers of reapptopriating sayings haye been conferred on Diyisional 
and Independent Brigade Commanders. 


In order that the exercise of financial powers by Army Convmanders and 
Dirisionifi and Independent Brigade Oonunandeta may not be unduly hmpered 
by lack of funds, these officdals haye, in addition to extended powers of 
reappropziation, bebn assigned annual grants fbr unforeseen expenditure, as 
follows:—

112. Owing to a la^ increase in the strength of the non-military personnel 
employed with the Indian Expeditionary Foroes, a separate office of Chief 
Auditor, Non-Military Pay and Pension Aooounts. was formed at Bombay 
to deal with their accounts. The duties entrusted to this officer consist chiefly 
of the payment of family allotments arranged for by men on field serrioe; the 
mjttntion oi tiie peiaonal aooounts of the men, excepting those serving with 
Binotorates in MesoMtamia, whose personal aooounte are prepared by the 
aooounts offloers attaimed to these Diieotorates; the audit m hese aocounts 
and the examination d all pension claims in respect of these men. 

This officer also audits and bringa to aooount the charges incurred in 
recruiting non-milita^ pemnpel through the agency of railways. The charges 
oonneoted with the reoiiiitment in the Straits Settlements of non-milit^ 
personnel for the Indian Bxpeditiemary Foroes are aadit0d by officers of the 
Colonial Goyemment, undo arrangements made yfith them, and are then 
adjuried with the Central War Gontrdkr. 

118. A tempoTi^offloeof FieldOobtrcdler, WasirisUnForce, wasopenedat 
Bawalpindi to audit the store aooounti oonneoted with simnlies to4he Supply 
and TrMiirportaeryiaes of the force. office of Indian Mold Controller of

.114. Jhe.^fitemof prepai^gtheaoooinitB of Indian troops by thedirisional ^

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of the audit of them aooonz^ io o&O'^ijetli o tiba .l»Td - 

latisfeototily. The inoreate in the jatimbezs of iha diibiiziiU^ t^een hae «aa« 
bled them to prepare theee aooOuuta ihore aeonzateiljr mid TOomptifjr. 33 mi delay 
in paymenta oonaaquent on a delay in the preparation of tbeM aooounta hae 
BOV beea reduced to a minimum ; while (here haa been no -weakening in tha 
audit -of the accounts. It haa acoordinffly been decided to reduce the oom* 
plete audit of pay and peraonal claima by the divkionai and field contBotteia* 
offices to one month’s aeoounts in every eight montiis. Steps have, however^ 
been taken to secure a Mneral scrutiny in votation of the diffareut o la aa ty of 
charges included iA the aocounhi, so (hat each class may come nndar proper 
feview during the year. 

It has also been decided to extend the nominid system of j^paration of 
accounts, with a reduction in the review of audit to oue-eixth of the billa to all 
staff, departmental, -olerioal and other eatablisbments whoee pay aooonnts 
have hitherto been prepared under the ' normal gost * system. 

]]6. The acconnts of prise vessels employed on commercial duty under the 
control of the Director, Boyal Indian Marine, have now been praotioally 
settled, and the balances of the accounts have bMh transferred to the India 
Office. There ate now only a few prise -vessels under the control of the 
Director, which are employed on military transport duty.. Their trans- 
actions are audited by the Marine Cbntroller and are adjustea through the war 
accounts. ^ 

116. Some difficulty has been exprienoed in retting into order the aooonnts 
of. certain local authorities subordinate to the Indian Munitions Board owing 
to want of completeness and other defects in the accounts maintained by (he 
organisations which were brought under the Board. lastmotioos for the 
maintenance of proper accounts at the various factories, workshops and depbts 
under the control or the Indian Monitions Board have been issued by the 
Central War Controller from time to time. The administrative authorities 
in several oases have not, however, ret found it possible to obserTO these in* 
struotions in full; and the Central War Controller and his staff have visited the 
prinoipal oiganisations at Bombay, Calcutta and Karaobi and explained to the 
authorities the arrangements to be followed in respect of their accounts. 
Proper accounts are now maintained at most of the factories, worki^ops and 
dep6ts. But in the depots of timber and general storro at Bombay there is, as 
mentioned in paragrapn 95 above, still a certain amount of confusion owing to 
disputes about the value of st^ks taken over by the i^Boers of the Inman 
Munitions Board from the orgaqisations replaced by them. 

* 117. Broadly speaking, the aooonnts procedure introduced by the Central 
War Controller -with the approval of the Munitions Board is as rollows:— 

(s) All ohai^ of fixed establishments, and all contractors' billa tot large 
sums, are p^, after pre*audit, by an audit officer at the headquarters of the 
Board. * 

{») All labour charges, petty oontraoton* bills and ooniangent expenses 
are paid out of imprests issued by the audit officer and nimh aooounta 
supported by proper vouchers are rendered to l)|m monthly or at oth«r stated 
intervals. 

(fit) Store ledgers in appropriate fomis are maintained at all fbotorie^ 
tanneries, workshops and depdts. The audit of the ledgers is conduoted 
by peripatetic auditors on ire staff of the Oenfeid Controller. 

(to) At all factories anA wovkshops o^.'recouote or cost-sheets of work 
are maintained, and at the tanneries tiie eariLand store aooonnts are mefatAitiAii 
in such a form that the cost of tannage ban be asonrtained readily at Oh end 
of eack month.

A 
Mparate 'Mqpitions Suspense Account* has been opened to receive 
ilie debits on account of the purchases made by the Board and per oontra 
credits for the value of actual supplies made to the Indian Expeditiona^ 

Forces or to vaiioua departments in India. The receipts and expenditure in 
connection with factories (other than Army Olothing factories) tanneries, etc., 
controlled by the Board ate oompiled to suitable sub-grants under the new 
heads XIV-A and 14-A in the Indian Budget. Sub-grants have thus been 
opened on account of the following 

The Government Acetone Factory, 

The Government Tannery, Allahabad, 

The Government Tannery, No. 1, Bombay, 

The Government Tannin Besearoh Factory, Maihar, and 

The Nutra Iron Works, Kidderpore. 

The accounts of these concerns are maintained on oommerdal lines and 
the only debits on their account to the Imperial Government are &ose in 
res^t of the properly computed price of the stores supplied, which would be 
such as to cover all recurring expenses including depreciation and interest on 
capital outlay. The question of the inddenoe m any very large capital out¬ 
lay on schemes falling under this class would be considered separately. As 
regards the Bivercratt Board and Cmnmittees, the whole of the expenditure 
incurred by them is debited to His Majesty's Govemmmit. 

120. In'connection with the Wanristan operations the ordinary system of 
audit and accounting for Supply and Tranqiort stores had to be modified as 
tran^pment at the Indus was found to upset the direct oonneotioa. between 
consigners and consignees through the usual receipt and delivery vouchers. 

It was accordingly decided to arfopt the followihg arrangements:— 

(«^ The strike off of storee despatched from stations in India to the Waxiris- 
tan Field Force should be supported by a simple delivery voucher which 
shtfuld be accepted for purposes of audit in lieu of the consignees' receipt 
ordinarily required. 

(ti) The officer deiiqmtohing the stores should send to the Field Controller, 

Waiiritian Field Force, a statement shewing in detail the stores despatched 
on each occasion to the field. 

(iH) The Field Controller should dbeok the total of each description of 
stores despatdied from alljpeuts of India with the corresponding total account¬ 
ed for by the Swply and Transport officers in the field. 

The Field Oontrrdler has now mmpleted his check and the result is a net 
loss to the State of only about Ba, 87,000. 

121. The Field Controller of HUitav Accounts, Poona, recently brought 
to notice the great delay in the leompt of cai^ Moounts and .acquit¬ 
tance rolls from offloetsdnwing imprests m Mesopotamia.

134. The aoeounts of tenanue and expenditure of the Ocbnpied territory in 
aoSeaSSa^.Mesopotamiahave been prepared to the end of 1915*16. .Genendly speakinR, 
^tofT la no seridns irregnlarities were disoovered in adjusting the transactions. It 

has not been possible to obtain proper Touchers in all oasei^ partionlarly in 
the earlier stagM of ooonpation of a tract, thoi^ in most of ue oases there 
was sttffident indirect evidence to show tiiat ue ohar^ had aoturily been 
incurred, in a number of oases the local authorities baa exceeded the finan* 
oial powers whidi were formrily oonferred on4hem in 1916 1 and these have 
been reported to the Government of India so that steps may be taken to 
legolanse the expenditure by obtaining the sanction (d competent flnanoial 
authority. A few oases also came to notice in whioh the action of the 
local autnorities was not in accordance with accepted financial rules. These 
irr^Iarities wmre mostly due to the absence of any organised financial control 
in the earlier stages of toe oooupation. 

The accounts for 1916*17 have also been praotioally completed, but oertaia 
matters are still under reference to the local authorities. 


wutaM 126. In'July 1917 it was deoided, in view of the largo growth in the ex* 
M Feiua panditure of the South Persia Bifies and the oonfiuion into whioh the accounts 
of the force were faUing, to appoint a Finanoial Adviser to the General Officer 
Commanding the Bifies and to define the financial powers of the latter. It was 
also deoided that the exmnditure should be audited locally and two audit 
officers have xeoentljr Wn appointed for the purpose. The acoounto will be 
prepaind more or less in the same form as is usra hj Field OontroUers with the 
IndUn Expeditionary Forces, and will be submitted to the Central War 
Controller, who will incoi^rate them in his accounts.

129, The work of inaction and test audit by Civil Deputy Auditors taspaotloBC 
General had to be suspended from about the middle of May to the end of Deputy 
December 1917, owing to the shortage of officers in the Department, and is notft^ffSff 
accordingly up to date. The following six offices have been inspected during 
1917-18, and tne inipection of eleven more account offices has become overdue.

Generally speaking, the first five offices were found to be in an efficient 
state. The report on the remaining office has not yet been received. 
Ther^rts on the offices of the Deputy Accountant General, Q^legraj^, and 
t^ Tele^ph Check Office which were uspected towards the close of ‘1916-17, 
did not bring to %ht any serious defects or irregularities, but ^owed that 
there was room for improvement in certain directions. The necessary orders 
have been issued. 

The infection of tiie North-Western Bailway audit office was b^un 
some time towards the close of 1910-17, and was finished by the end of 
May 1917. Its general condition was found to be satisfactory. Further 
inspecrtiott work On the Bailway side during 1917-18 was temporarily sus* 
pend^, Aring-to a shortage of officers. 
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On the Military nde, the ordinary inspeotioa wo?k of the,Militai!y^e^ty 
Auditors General remained suspended throughout the yeur In 'tiev 

of the frequent oompaints. received from the India;Oldoetipa^rqing the de^n 
in the receipt of last pay certificates and non-effective aooQuntf ,of men who 
-were transferred to the Home Establii^ment» or who were dead, and alfjp.in the 
receipt of family allotment rolls, the Military Peputy Auditor Gscgeral, Southern 
Army,, was placed on special duty from May 1917* lor inspeotip^ each account 
centre in India. It is satisfactory to note that the outstanding rases have 
now been oonsiderably reduced as the result of these, insp^ions. The 
Military Deputy Auditor General, Northern Army, wra employ^ in 
iuspecting the accounts of the various dcpdts of Indian units in the 
Northern and Southern Army up to rAugust 10;i7, when he was appointed as 
Field Oontrbller of the Wasinstan Force. The inspection of the depdt 
accounts was, however, continued during the rest of the year with-the assbtanoe 
of his Btaff^ 

130. Eighteen Government Presses were inspebted by the Examiner of 
is. Press Accounts and his staff during 1917-18, and their accounts were fonnd 
to be generally in a satisfactory state. 

. Bpnse 131. The Auditor of Custom House Accounts in India was engaged, during 

1917-18, in carrying out a test^audit of the accounts of the Chitting, 
Calcutta, Rangoon, and Bombay Custom Houses. . Ihe test-audit did not, 
generally speaking, reveal any serious irregularities, 
ions of 132. The inspections of treasuries and Public Works divisions, conducted 
by account officers during the year, brought to light teveral irregulari- 
Mvi> ties and defects of procedure. In addition to the educative value of these 
inspections, referred to in paragraph 119 of the last report, 1 may mention that 
they sometimes result in a direct oenefit to Government, by leading to the du- 
covery of excess or erroneous payments or an omission to credit Government 
dues. As examples, I may cite the oases, described iu paragraphs 43(o) and 
48(fi) of this report. 

In addition to the inspections of Public Works divisious and treasuries, 
the accounts of many other Government Institutions (e.p., those of Police 
OfSoes, Divisional Forest Offices, Jails and Jail Maniuactories, Hospitals, 
Administrators General, Official Assignees, Official Trustees, Stationery 
Offices, etc.), and of quasi-public bodies {e.g-, Universities) were locally 
inspected by the Civil Audit Department in the different Provinces. Generally 
speaking, the broad results secured by thera inspections were satisfactory, as 
the system of keeping accounts shewed a tendency towards gradual improve¬ 
ment, and very few instanoes of financial irregularity oame to notice.

,s < 133. The following are ^some of the directions in udrioh an improvement 

effected in audit procedure and oontiol:— 

Mdit. (a) General orders were issued in consultation with the Accountants 
General and Comptrollers for'the efficient review of the audit of works expen¬ 
diture by Gazetted Officers of the works audit branches of the account offices. 
The orders on the subject, contained in paragraph 1397, Public Works Depart¬ 
ment Code, being very general, considerable divei^ence had arisen in the 
procedure followed in the different account officea. 

(b) It came to notice that in the majority of the proviinoes no audit check 
was applied with regard to the recoveiy of rents in tha case of public buildings 
constructed and maintained as rei^encos by departzrients other than the Public 
Works Department, and it has been laid down, with the oonourrenoe of the 
Government of India, that the check through Public Works Departinent Form 
82Y should be applied (as laid down in clause (»), Appendix Givil 

Account Code, Volume i) in the case of such buildings, except j.where other 
standing arrangements exist for watching the recoveiy a£ rents, e,g^ in the 
Folioe dep^ment in some proviimes. 

134 No definite orders exist as to whethfor it is the duty of an audit offi^ 
to call for the sanction of the Govranment of Indig or the Secretary of State, 
as the case may be, to appointments of individual offioers to duly eafetioned 
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pocti) wben taoh appointment are not in accordance with the recruitment 
rake, approved by the QoTenunent of India or the Secretu^'ctf State, for the 
eerrioe to which they are appointed, and the practice obtaining in the different 
account offices has been found to vary. rhe> question was carefully ^con¬ 
sidered by Sir Beginald Gamble, and' his pMposalB on the subject are under 
the consideration of the Government of India. 

185. With the oonourrenoe of the Secretary of State, the Government ofAnditiiw 
India have laid down the fundamental rules defining the financial powers 
of' the PrdHnoial Governments, the Ikpartments of the Government of powers. 
India, and &e minor Local Government and the maximum powers that 
may be delated, to the authorities subordinate to them, including separate 
rules for the Surveyor General and the Director General of Posts and 
Telegraphs. For facility of reference a book of powers embodying these rules 
is under compilation in the Finance Department of the Government of India. 

136. The scheme of Public Works accounts to be finally adopted as a reshlt Public Wot 
of the amalgamation of the Civil and. Public Works accounts departments, 
referred to in paragraph 124 of the last report, is under the consideration 
of the Government of India, und orders on the subject are expected shortly. 

187. It has bOen recc^m’sad for some years that the Public Works Department RevWon of 
Code stands urgently in need of revision. A draft code embodying the rules 
ordinarily required for reference by 'oxefffitive officers has already ^n prepared 
in the Public Works Department of the Government of India. A rough 
draft of a Public Works Account Code has also been prepared by me. An 
officer will shortly placed on special duty to oheok the drafts already 
prepared and bring mi tne codes at an early date. 

138. It has been felt for some time past tliat the rules in chapter 6, Civil Aoooc 
Account Code, regarding contingent expenditure are out of date as they deal 
mainly with contingencies passed on the countersignature of superior authorities, '' 

a system which has been considerably reduo^ of recent years. I have 
recently rewritten the rules in this chapter, using as the bask of revision a * 
re-draft, pr^ared'in 1010 by Mr. F. C. Harrison, Late Officiating Comptroller 
General. Tne revised chapter will be issued in due course. 

189. The examination of the suggestions contained in Mr. Hmeltine’s simpUfloa^ 
report on the reduction of work in civil account offices, referred to in para- 
graph 126 of the iast report, has been practically completed and no ques- prooesass. 
tions of importance remain oc^anding. 

140. In paragraph 127 of the lari: report Sir Beginald Gamble referred to 
the more important changes in rules and procedure, which had been intro¬ 
duced, or were then oontemplaied, deluding those suggested in Mr. Heseltine’s 
report. The summary below ahoira the fuller steps which have been taken. 

(a) Several que^ons have been decided in regard to the reduction of 
detAiled heads, which following ue the more important:— 

(il Abolition of details uf oontraot oontingenoies ; 

(ii) Simplification of detailed heads under Mtablishment and allowanoes; 

(iii) Bbduotion of details under Jail expenditure; 

(b) The ques^on pf app^ioument of chargee for estoblishments and tools 
aj!^d plant among the Public works major heads has been finally wttled. The 
main feature q| ^e new pro^nm is the distribution of the joint expenditure 
bu estabUshmeiiM and tools and jglaut iu proportion to the works outlay under 
each head of acoouqt in eaohoiroleof superintendenoe. The new system, 
it is ‘expected, will fend muferiAliy^'tb reduce work, bofe in the admiaistmti|ie 
and adoonnt offloes. 

( 0 ) pTntii ktely, it the practice for Government olfic^rs .using 
service poitagje {jumps to ooti^n their iuppUes of such stamps* by puroHaipng 
thamfromtireaiaxidp(mi»ymehtof cash. Alter a successful experiment in 
the Punjab, the government of India have recently approval^ ,,tho introduction 
of a new mtem, by which supplies of service stamps may be obtained by 
p£^r#wwout any money hiVmg to pass in the oouife of the trahsaotibn. 

It is expAfed that the new prooeduTe will not'ouly enable a reduction to be made 
in the founts of permanent adTanobi but will also obviate the risk of frauds.

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((^'The prootxlure relating to ^non p^rmenti and the ▼erifioation of 
serrioe for pension has been aunpli^. The rale in artole 8^6 of the Oivil 
Account Oode, which imposed on a disbuising officer the duty of satisfying 
himself by enquiry at the time of mining pension nayments. as to the non* 
eniployment df Mnsionen, has been abolishedt Tne oorioesBion allowed by 
aTt!ble949 (al/Cml Service Begolations, topenmoners not resident in India 
to draw their pensions through duly authorised agents has been eltended, 
subject to certain safeguards, to those resident in India The procedure laid 
down in article 847*A., Civil Account Oode, on the subject of ^ identifloa* 
tion of pensioners by thumb impressions has been modined. In the case of 
inferior servants, it has been settled that service rolls should be maintained in 
place of service books. and that the detailed verification of their pension 
applicatiens in audit offices should be abolished. 

(e) In his report on ^ reduction of work in «ivil account offices, 
Mr. Heseltine drew attention to the fact that the rules and practice in re^d 
to the payment of pentions at the Presidency Towns differed in the several ac¬ 
count offices, and recommended that the Madras procedure of complete pre* 
audit before payment should be introduced in au offices. The system with 
slight minor modifications has been introduced in Bomlmy and in Iraagal and 
is about to be introduced in the Office of the Comptroller, India Treasuries. 

(/) With effect from the 1st April 1917, a stores ledger has been intro¬ 
duced as a permanent measure in the Military Works Services, in substitution 
of the anni^ returns of tools and plant and barrack and hospital furniture, 
subject to the conditions that the test audit of ledger entries to be made at 
the inspection by the Examiner of Accounts, Military Works, should extend 
over three months’ transactions and that the annual count of the articles 
should be taken by an officer. 

(p) In J^ptember 1916, orders were issued for.the discontinuance of the 
check exercised in the office of the Senior Controller of Military Supply 
Accounts over the authorised proportions in indents for stores, accounted for in 
equipment ledgers. ^ The proc^ure was subsequently extendi tentatively for 
one year to requisitions for Supply and Transport and Ordnance Stores, imued 
to units, and accounted for by them in iwturns rendered to the division^ audit 
offices, and having proved satisfactory, it was confirmed in March 1917. 

(A) In connection with the inquiries of the Public Works Keorganisation 
Committee, Sir Reginald Gamble considered how far, under the present system, 
expenditure on the Public Works Department is being unnecessarily kept 
‘ under objection. ’ He came to the conclusion that there was room for sim pa¬ 
ction in regard to the present method of making budget allotments for 
individual works in the Buildings andiRoads Branch, as it was sufficient for 
budget purposes if it was ensurra that each spending officer was working 
within the grant allotted to him. Certain alternative proposals for a simplified 
^tem have been droulated to audit officers for opinion, and matter is 
engaging my attention. 

141. The simplification of the form of Provincial and Departmental 
^jiropriation Reports was referred to in paragraph 128 of the last rermrt. 
With a view to a further reduction of work in the account offices, it has omu * 
decided, with the concurrence of the Provincial Governments and Adminis¬ 
trations and the Departmental authorities concerned, that the preliminary 
editions of these report should be Aispen^ with, and that their final edition 
should be submitted to me by the Ist of Januaiy yrar. 

^ 142. The Examiner, Press Accounts, has b^ considering, in oonsultation 
with the Controller of Printing, the question of unifying the rates of depreciation 
allowed on articles of dead stock in the different pressos. Before introducing 
this measure, it will be necessary to revalue the stock at the dMerent presses, 
and this question is receiving the attention of both the EvatniwAr and t& Con¬ 
troller. Certain details have also been settled in regard tb the method of 
ealoulating * overhead charges.* 

148. The question of the revision of the Railway portion of the Finaoee 
and Revenue Accounts, referred tp in paragmh ,180 of ^e last report, is itiU 
under the oondderation of the Goveramejit of India. ^ 
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144 («). Some importaat ohutgee ia the ntlee idatiag to the Geneial 
Fiovideat Fond hare nn^oned and othen are an^ the oonridera- 
tiou of the .Gorernmeat of India. It hu been decided that a labsoriber 
to the Fund, who alao labioribea to the In^an War Loan, by deductions from 

K y, slmuld be allowed to Udee adfanoei from the fond, when he went on 
^▼e, in'order to enable him to continue hia Loan pavmenta. A special con- 
oemion has also been sanctioned, under which a subscriber is permitted to 
witb^w money out of hia jdeposit to oover his own passage money or 
that of a men^ur of Ids family for a T(^age orer the sea, even when the 
circumstances ate n^ ezoep^nal. 

(6) A case oohurred in Bombajrinwhidi the whole amount at credit of 
a delator was paid to him under the rules on his r^irement, while under a 
decree of a ooutt,dialf of it was payable to another person. The case brought to 
light a defeat in the rules and a reviaion of tiiem u now under the considers- 
lion of the Govemment of India. 

145. Owing to the depreciation which ipok place in Provident Fund seour- 
ities of Indian Bailway Companies and to tiie fact that subscribers would have 
had to bttur the loaa, the Seoretarv of State, on tiie representation of the Bailway 
Companies, offered them the choice of two alternative schemesmpaaie 

A. The Government to take over securities at cost price (or, if prefer^, 
the securities held on Slot March ltfl4 at value on that date and those since 
purchased at cost price); future subsoiiptions, bonuses and interest being 
deposited with Government, and bearing interest sd; 4 per cent, per annum. 

B. The undertakings to gumntee to make good, if and when the Provident 
Funds are wound up, any denoienoy in the sale price of the securities held on 
31st March 1914, as compared with the purchase price (or, if preferred, with 
the value at Slst March 1914), lubjeot to the follow^ conditions 

(<t) Half of any excess of future interest on securities over 4 per cent, 
to be paid to a Sinking Fund. 

(ft) The gumantee to hold good and tiie Sinking Fund payments to 
be made until the half-year in which the value of securities 
held on Slst March 1914 plui the Sinking Fund equals or 
exceeds the cost price (or the value at Slst March 1914) of the 
securities held at that date.

Four Bailways, namelv, the Assam-Bengal, Bombay, Baroda and Central 
India, Great Indian Peninsum and Madras and Southern .\f ahratta Bailways 
aooepted tiie first alternative and the securities held by the Provident Funds 
of these Bailways and tiieir uninvested cash balances We acomrdingly been 
transferred to Government and adjusted to credit of a new dep(»it head 
' Companies Bailways’ Provident Funds’ to which all future subscriptions and 
bonuses will be oremted. , 

146. The budget and other periodical estimates, submitted by r^way Baiiwav 
administrations, were defective prinoipaUy because tiiey were not accompanied 
.W proper explanatoty notes, which wereessmitud to enable the Accountant of 
imetal, Bailways, and tbe Baiiway Board to deal with them satisfactorily. 

The Accountant General, Bailways, accordingly put forward proposals for a 
general revision of the estimate forms and proo^ure with draft instructions 
to Bailway Administrations specifying what £^urea;ahoald be explamed by 
them and laying stress upon the necessity tot full and clear explanations of 
their estimides m revenue and expenditure. Certup statements ^ving inW 
mation and figures which ware not wanted were eliminated and the forms , were 
geneiallF revised lo as to accord with the new method of budgeting forrail- 
waj working expensee undtt the three heads, ordinary expenses, fuel and pro- 
namme revenue expenditure. The Kx Months’ Esthnates and the Bevised and 
Budget Estimate^ which were required to be submitted by Bailway Adminis- 
tzatiW at tiiort intttnrals, were amalgamated into a combined revenue Six 
Monw, ^viaed and Budget Eatimatea. The revised procedure, and forms. 

introduced on wwaya, with effect from the oiurentryear, and 
constitute 9,\nkt improvement on the old i^item. 
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147. A Bohedale showing theifinanoial uid «reMittii^poweit of tile Govern’ 
menMf India in ridlway xnatieni and the extent to'whioh these have bc»n 
delegated to the Bailway Department (B^way Board), wbtoh j&remred in 
the office of the Aooonntant Geneeal, Bailways. under them^ers of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, was snbmitted 1» the Secretary >of State in May last for his appro- 
val. Be wae also requested to empower the Government of India to delegate in 
whole or in part to Agente, Bngineers’in-Ohief, and Beards ot Directors of 
Oompanies’ lines the powers entrusted to the Bailway Department, aubje^ to the 
oonduion that a statement of the oases in which this power is aetnhlly exercised 
will be forwarded to him from time to time. 'IHie Benetlny of State in his doi- 
patoh No. 37 Bailway,, dated the dth October 1B17, hdh approved of the 
schedule and also the proposals regarding delegation. 

148. A * Clearing House ’ 'has been started in Bombay for the settlement of 
claims of all the telegraph staff employed in the field and the prepai^tion 
of accounts of the field offices opened in connection with the War. 

149. In the oiroumstanoes arising out of the war, under Which much of 
the work to be undertaken by the Militaory Works Dep^ment is of an - urgent 
native, the Government of India have, in relaxation of the existing rules 
in the Public Works Code aod the Army Begulations, sanctioned the 
following procedure,' subject to the approval of the Seeretary of State:— 

(i) The preparation of detailed measurements and abstracts of cost 
requir^ for deteiled ertimates may, under certain safeguards, be dispensed 
with during the remaining petiod of the war in the case of urgent worra the 
commenoemeut^of which in anticipation of sanction to estimates is authorised 
by competent authority. 

(tt) For work carried out on lump' sum - oontraots or «n contracts based 
on plinth area rates, it is unnecessary to make add record in< Measurement 
Books the detailed measurements of the 'work done, it being suffioient to enter 
in these books the number of buildings coustiuoted or in the case of plinth area 
contracts, the measurements of the plinth area, together wit^, a certificate 
signed by a Garrison Engineer that the work has been completed in accord* 
anoe with the detailed drawings and specifications, or up to the standard of the 
sample building. 

(wi) In the case of all temporary buildings and works constructed in 
connection with the war,,, the rule in Army Emulations, India, Volume lU, 
ptvagraph 388, requiring accounts to be kept by sub-heads, if the estimate is 
Es. 5,000 or over, may be suspended. ,, 

(«p) Tenders need not be called for if the local officers consider that the 
interests of Government are better served by making an unangemeht with e 
single contractor or a few sebKted contrimtors.

168. Under the orders oonyeyed ii^ the Secretary of State’s despatch cismtioiiMrir 
No. 82*Pinancial,4ated the 81st Jul^ 1914, the Auditor General is vested with^^f”^***” 
discretionarv powers to raise qneshons conducive to economy. Sir Ranald Oenerai. 
Gamble took action on one occasion under thcM powers. The case related to 
the Boiler Inspection Department of one province in which the annual ezpen* 
dituK exceeded the receipts from fees by Bs. 28,000, while in certain other 
provinces the receipts on this account more than covered the expenditure; and 
the Government of India were asked to consider whetW the extra expenditure 
could not be avoided by increasing the fees or otherwise. The Government 
of India consulted the Local Government, but were unable for the time being 
to effect any reduction In the extra expenditure. The matter has accordingly 
been dropped; but I have expressed the hope that' the question will be borne 
in mind, when a vacancy occurs in the existing staff of Inspectors or if an 
opportunity arises for an increase of the fees. 

^ 16A The war has thrown considerable extra work on civil account offices, WM>workia 
which have moreover had to work with depleted st^s, as a number of ex- 
pcrienced officers and clerks have had to he deputed for duty in the Military thwi ttUitiury. 
Accounts Department, while several officers have also joined the Indian Army 
Reserve of Officers or are at home doing war work of various kinds. The follow¬ 
ing items of increased work may be specially mentioned:— 

(a) Recruiting charges, accounts connected with the liquidation of hostile 
firms mid the custody of enemy pi^erty, internment of hostile aliens, exports 
of mica from Bihar and Orissa, the wolfram industry in Burma, timber supplies • 
to Basra, purchases of Tibetan wool, and applications for subsoription to the 
Indian War Loan. ' 


(6) In the office of the Comptroller, India Treasuries, the accounts of 
special commissions or committees, t g,, the Wheat Commission, the Hide 
Scheme, Jute Commission, Coal Committee, etc., and tiansaotions in connec¬ 
tion with Munitions work in the Mint and the repatriation of hostile aliens. 

(c) In the Postsand Telegraphs, the aooounts of field post offices, telegraph 
offices and construction of telegraph lines in Mesopotamia, adjustment of 
telegraph message-revenue against the War Accounts, family allotments of 
officers and men on field service, and pension olaims in respect of casualties in 
the field.

BAinfall summary for the seven days ending at 8 hrs. on Thursday 
the 18th April 1918, based on the Indian Daily Weather 
Deports of the period- 

1. A depSlKion from the west entered northwest India at the olose of the yjmk and 
gave light local rain in Baluchistan. Daring the rest of the week weather was dry, except 
for thundershowers in northeast India and Burma. 

2. Burma. —Local falls of rain were reported, but the amounts reoorded were all 
amall except in the south of the province. 

Northeast Mia, ineluding Oriua. —Bninfall was nearly general in east Bengal on the 
16lh and 17th. A few falls occurred in Assam, CEota Nagpur and Orissa. 

The United Provinces, Central India and the Central Prootaesi.—Jagdalpur had a 
light fall of rain. 

Nofthmut India. — Light rain fell at Sonamarg, Quetta, Chamon and Kaiat. 

The Peninsula. —Ootacamnnd and Kodaikanal had light rain.

4. The week's rainfiall was 21) par cent, or mote in Excess in Lower Bnrma and Bengal, 
and was 20 per oent. or more in defect in the Bay Islands, Upper Bnrma, Assam, Bihar 
and Orissa, the United Provinces, the Pnnjab, Kashmir, the North-Wset Frontier Province, 
Baluchistan, Sind, Rajpntaua West, Central India East, Berar, the Central Provinces, the 
Konkan, the Bombay Deccan, Hyderabad, Mysore, Malabar, Madras Sontbeast, the MadtM 
Deocan and the Madras Cbaat North. No tain usually falls at this time of year in 
Rajpntana East, Gujarat and Central IWia Wesi.. 

The rainfall from the SOtih November to date is 20 per cent, or more in excess in the 
Bay Islands, Lower Burma, the Punjab Eaat and North, the Konkan and Mysore. It is 20 
per cent, or more in defeat in Upper Burma, Assam, Bengal, Bihar and Orissa, the United 
Provinces, Rajpntana, Gnjaiat, Central India, Berar, the Central Provinces, tbs Bombay 
Deocan, Hyderabad North and M ala b a r ; and is within 20 per cent, of the normal in the 
remaining diviriona.

Jieason and Crop Prospects for the week ending Saturday, 

i3th April 1918. 


Banna^Th« week waJi practioftlly rainlea*. In Upper Kurina barvesling oC dry 
crop* liw boon practically nompl^d and cultivation of spring and suminor rice is proceeding. 
Standing crops are in aood condition. The health of cattle i« satisfactory. The price of 
unhusked rice at Rangoon is stationary aud below normal. The market for white rice is 
weak at. Us. 207 and annas H'for sjiocials. 

Aasam.—The weather i.s generally seasonablft hut rain is wanted in the lower 
Brahimaputra valley. S’ressing of sugarcane has been almost finiehod. Plucking of tea 
has connncuce.l. Plougbing for and sowing of autu nn and broadcast winter nee and jute 
continue. Ct. p prosiincts are lair to good. Civttl.e disca-e is reported from three districts. 
The price of common rioe is practioalU unchanged. 

Bengfal. • During the week light and scatteroJ showers fell in a few districts of the 
Province. More rain is needed for preparatory r perations and for the growth of standing 
crops Sowing o!' jute ami of autu nu paddy is prxs. eding. but progre-s has ttecn retanled 
for wnn‘ of r-ain The avemge price of common rice has fallen by about 1‘7.S per cent. 

Bihar and Orissa. —The W0i4: w.ib rainless. Harvesting of spring crops is 
’ approaching completion. Threshing continues. Planting of sugarcane and pieparation of 
lands for the next season’s crops are in progress, Stmdhig crops are generalfv doing well. 
The price of common ric-has risen in three districts, fallen in five and rctnaii eJ stationary 
in the roinaining ilistriets as compared with that of tho preceding week. Cattle disease is 
report'd from eleven districts. The condition of >tanding crops in the Feudatory Stiitos of 
Ori'sais giKsl.

1. These rules may be cited as the British Baluchistan Morphia Rules, 1918. 

i. In these rules, unless there is something repugnant in the subject or context,— 

(«) " The Act ” means the Opium Act, 1878. 

(6) “ Approved practitioner ” means— 

(t) any person registered as a medical practitioner under the Medical Act, 1858, and 
any Act of Parliament amending the same, or under any law for the registra¬ 
tion of medical practitioners for the time being in force in any part of British 
India, or 

(it) any jierson registered as a dentist under the Dentist’s Act, 187S, and any Act of 
Parliament amending the same, or 

(tit) any person possessed of qualihcations which render him eligible for registration 
as a medical practitioner or dentist, as the case may be, under the Medical Act, 
1858, the Dentist's Act, 1^78, and any Act of Parliament amending the same 
Acts, or under any law for the registration of medical practitioners or dentists 
for the time being in force in any part of British India, and approved by the 
Collector for the purpose of these rules, or of corresponding rales for the time 
being in force in any part of British India. 

(iv) any other person engaged in medical or veterinary practice and approved by the 
Chief Excise Authority for the purpose of these rules or of corresponding rules 
for the time being in torce in any port of British India. 

(c) " Chief Excise Authority ” means the Revenue Commissioner in Baluchistan. 

{d) “ Collector " means the chief oiTicer in charge of the revenue administration of a 
district for the time being, and inolndes any officer specially authorised by the 
Local Government or Chief Excise Authority to exercise thronghout the 
province or in any specified area therein all or any of the powers of a Collector 
under these Rules, 

(e) " Licensed dealer ” means a person who has obtained a license under these rules for 
the mannfactnro, possessien and sale otherwise than on prescription of morphia 
drugs. 

if) " Licensed chemist ” means a person who has obtained a license under these rales 
for the mann&ctnre, possession and sale on prescription of morphia drags. 

(y) “ Local Government " means the Chief Commissioner of British Baluchistan. 

{i) " Morphia drug ” inolndes all alkaloids of opium and their salts, and preparations 
containing any of these artaoles. 

(i) " Prescription " means a prescription given by an approved practitioner for the 
supply of morphia drags to a patient. 

G) ” Province ” means,, the territories for the time being administered by Chief 
Commissioner of British Baluchistan. 

(I) "Import,*’ "export** and " transport ** have the same meaning as in the Act: 
provided that imj^rt into and export from British ^luc&stan from and to 
the territories sdministered by the Agent Jlo the Governor-General in Balu- 
obistsn as such Agent, shall be deem^ to transport.

8. A licensed dealn or chemist may, subjeot to the oonditians of his license, manufacture 
morphia drugs from opium or morjdiia drugs lawfullj possmed bj him. 

4. A licensed chemist may, snhjbct to the provisions of rule 20, dispense morphia dniffs 
on prescri||ion ■ ^ 
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in. Poueuion. 

5. Any person maj poBMss tuoh qaantitr oE morphia drugs as has been at one time 
dispensed and sold for his use in acoordanoe with the provisions of rules 4 and 20, or of corre¬ 
sponding rules for the time being in force in any part o.

6. An approved practitioner may possess, for his use in his practice but not for sde, 
morphia drugs not exoming in the aggregate 120 grains;

14. When a pass has been granted {a) under the rules for the time being in force in 
any part of British India outside the province, or (b) by the Resident or Political Agent in 
any Native State or Foreign Territory to bring morphia drugs from the province into snob 
part, State or Territory and when such pass has been countersigned by the Collector in ai'.cord- 
ance with these rules, a licensed dealer may, subject to the conditions of his license, export 
suoh quantity of morphia drugs in such manner within suoh fieriod and by such route as may 
be specified in such jmss. 

Au indent for morphia drugs countersigned by a Chief Medical Officer or Civil Surgeon 
or Superintendent of the Civil Veterinary Department shall for the purposes of this rule be 
deemed to be a pass, and shall not require further countersignature. 

15. A })erson authorised in this behalf by the Chief Excise Authority by a special order 
made under rale 23 may export such quantity of morphia drugs in such manner as may he 
specified in such order. 

16. A person to whom a pass has been granted under these rules for the transport of 
morphia drugs may transport such quantity of morphia drugs in such manner as may be 
specified in his pass. 

17. Every person importing, exporting or transporting morphia shall comply with such 
general or special directions as may be given by the Chief Excise Authority. 

18. Nothing in these rules shall bo deemed to permit. 

(1) the import of morphia drugs— 

(a) from any part of British India outside the province, unless the rules for the time 
being in force in such part relating to the export of morphia drugs have been 
complied with, 

(5) from any foreign territory, unless the duty leviable at the placo of importation 
under the Indian Tanff Act, 1894, or any other enactment fur the time being 
in force, has been paid, and the pan has been endorsed by the Customs Collector.

19. A licensed dealer may, subject to the conditions of his license, sell, otherwise than

(c) to a person authorised under rule 22 of these rules or under any ebrresponding

Ko. 1416-£.—In exercise of the powers conferred on him by Sections 9, 16, 17, and 02 ' 
(2) (d) of the ^oiso Regulation No. I of 1915, the Hou’ble the Chief Commissioner is pleased 
to prescribe th^ollowiug rules regulating the possession and sale of denatured spirit in Ilritisli 
Bnluohistan 

1. Denatured spirit is spirit rendered effectually and permanently unfit for human 
consumption by the admixture of caoutchouoiue or other substances in accordance with the 
rules prescribed on the subject. 

2. The spirit shall not be of less strength than 50 per cent over proof. 

3. License in form D. S. I. will bo issued free of charge for tlio sale of denatured spirits 
to respectable applicants on their showing that they have a legitimate demand for suidi spirit 
but on no account sball it be issued to persons licensed to sell liquor for consumption on tin* 
premises. 

4. The licensee sball be subject to the following conditions : 

(d) The licensee shall not have in his possession at any one time denatured spirits in 
a quantity in excess of 100 gallons, 

{b) The licensee before selling any denatured spirits to any purchaser shall use all 
reasonable diligence to ascertain the quantity already in the purchaser’s po.sses- 
sion and shall not at one time sell to him more than one gallon or such smaller 
quantity as, together with what is, or in good faith is believe<l to be, in the 
buyer's possessions, will amount to one gallon. 

Provided that the licensee may sdl quantities gretiter tha!i one gallon 
(<) to persons licensed to sell denatured spirits and 

(»») to persons holding license in forme 1). S. II. aiilhorixiug IIkmu to pofsi'Ss 
such spirits for the purpose of their business. 

(c) The licensee shall procure his supplies of denatured spirits either by direct importa* 
tion from beyond sea, or by removal from licensed distilleries after obtaining 
the permit in form D. S. III. or by purchase from other vendors licensed to sell 
denatured spirits. 

[i/] The licensee shall under no pretext whatsoever attempt the admixture of denatured 
spirits. 

(c) The lioensee shall constantly exhibit a sign bouid at his place of rend bearing his 
name and the words “ licensed vendor of denatured spirits ". 

(f) The licensee shall keep a correct daily account of his transactions in the form given 
in his license. 

(ff) The infraction of any of the conditions of the license shall render the licensee li.atile 
to forfeiture of his license without prejudice tt> sny other penalty to wliich lie 
may be liable under the Excise Regulation I of 191.5 or other law or lules for 
the time being in force. 

(A) The license shall also he revocaMe by the Collector, for any others cause on giving 
15 days notice of such revocation. 

5 Similar license in form No. D. S. II. will be issued to cliemi.sts and others who for 
special rwouB require denatured spirits, on their undertaking to use the spirits, for the pur- 
))Oge specified and no other. 

6. Subject to the condition contained in clause (i) of rule (J) licenses may be granted 
for periods of wbicb the oarronoy is not determined, but it shall bo in the dislTi'tion of the 
Collector by entry made in the license to limit the period of currency of any liconso to one 
financial year or such part of one as may remain at the time of the grant of the license. 

7. Provided that the Collector may reject any application or refuse to renew anv license 
on the ground that the applicant is not a fit person or that a sufiioient number of licenses 
have already been granted in the neighbourhood or for any other sullicient reason. 

8. Unlicensed persons are prohibited from selling deuatureil spitits and from possessing 

more than one gallon at a time. ^

Harvesting has not yet begun in the Punjab, the 
Korth-West Frontier Province, Delhi, and Ajmer- 
Herwara ; it has just oommenoed in Bind ; in the 
eastern and sonthexn districts of the United Pro¬ 
vinces and in Bihar and Oriaaa, it is in full swing; 
in the Central Provinoes and Bern, in the Bombay 
Presidency and in Bengal it is approaching comple¬ 
tion.

towards the nnd of March, oansiitf damage to thn 
crop in places. Barvmting is in roll swing in iM^ 
eutern distriots and in BnndeUchand. The average 
outturn is estimated at 90 ppr cent of the normal. 
The condition of the irrigated crop is good, 
but tbe uniirigated crop, especially in Bundel- 
khand, is tnqiing out somewhat poorer than was 
anticipated; 

Central Provlncea and Berar.-^The area sown 
in the British districts is now estimated at 3,848,000 
acres, which ie abont 2 per oent above the estimate 
made in the second foreoasi The estimate for the 
Native States of Khairsgarh and Nandgson remaiue 
unchanged (132,000 aorea). The combined arm 
oomes to 3,980,OOiO aorea, aa againat 3,908,000 aorm 
reported in the Second Foreoaat. Tbe weatlier baa 
been cloudy and universally cool for tills season. In 
the last week of February and in March light 
showers wore received in most districts. Harvest¬ 
ing is approaching completion, and tiireshing has 
begun. The average yield for the British districts 
is estimated at abont 80 per oent of tbe normal, 
while that in Nandgson and Khaingarh is esti¬ 
mated at 100 and 85 per cent, rospeotively. 

Bombay and Sind.—No ohange has been repo^ 
ted in the estimate of u«a sown. In the Presidency 
harvestbg is almost completed and tiireahing is in 
full swing. The avenge outturn is estimated at 
normal in Qujarat, above or abont normal in the three 
northern districts of the Deccan and 65 to 85 per 
cent olsowbere. In the Sbrnatak the crop is exit¬ 
ed to be 75 to 85 per cent of the norniat. In Bind 
the crop is doing fairly well, and harvestins has 
commenced on the Jamrso Canid. The yield u not 
likely to be heavy. 

Bihar and Orissa.—'No bhann has hem reported 
in the estimate of erea sown. The crops suffered 
owing to want of winter nuns. Harvesting 
continues, and is likely to he completed by tbe end 
of titis month.

Vine favourable weather 
ie prevailing in the Aiwentine ; reports of northern 
orop are very good, and the total exportable aurplns 
ia eattmated at 8,000,000 to 8,500,000 tons. In 
Australia tbe total orop ia estimate at 8,214,000 
tons, and tbe exportable snrplna at 2,143,000 tons. 
In IVance there ia an inorease of 700,000 acres in

and the Madr.<B Presideaoy No rain nsoally falls at this time of year in Sind, Bajputana 
West and Gnjaiat; in the remaining divisions rainfall was normal. 

The rainfall from the 80th November Co date is 20 per cent or more in excess in Lower 
Burma, the Punjab East and North, and Mysore. It is 20 per oent or more in defect in 
Upper Burma, Asamn, Bihar and Orissa, the United Provinces, Bajpatnna, Gujarat, Central

B17 crores, and the re-exports at B76 lakhs as against B78 lakhs. Imports 
decreased by 22 per cent, and re-exports by 2 per omit while exports showed 
an increase of 22 per cent. As compared with March, 1917, imports showed 
* a decrease of 19 per cent, exports of 7 per cent, and re-exports of nearly 2 per 
cent.

The imports of Food, drink, and tobacco in M&rch, 1918, incroased by 
HlO lakhs, as compared with the preceding month. The imports of sogar, 
16 D. S. and above, in March, 1918, increas^ to 58,110 tons, from 49,371 
tons, in the preceding month (February, 1918). The value of these imports 
of sugar increased by 1120 lakhs to fil,60 lakhs. In the twelve months ended 
March, 1918, the imports of sugar, 16 D. S. and above, amounted to 457,591 
tons, valued at fil4,61 lakhs, as against 483,201 tons, valued at £14,58 
lakhs, in the official year 1916-17. The iraperts of salt in March, 1918,

The value of the imports of raw materials in March, 1918, increased by

in the preceding month. The value of those imports was £34 lakhs, as against 
uea];)y £21 lakhs in February, 1918. The ^ntity of kerosene oil imported 
decreased to 2,403,829 gallons from 2,519,768 gallons, but othet kinds of 
mineral oil increa^ to 2,320,208 gallons from 1,589,822 gallons.

PREFATORY NOTE. 


Thx Cotton 8 ea 80 k 1917-18. 


The yield of the cotton crop of 1917-18 is estimated at 4,035,000* bales on 
an area of 24,781,000 acres, as compared with 4,489,000 * hales on an area of 
21,745,000 acres, the revised final figures of last year. There is a decrease of 
10 per cent in outturn. It will be seen from the appended tables that cotton is 
coming in much slower than last year. There w^ 699,000 bales of cotton 
pressed in the pressing factories, and 216,000 bales received in the spinning mills, 
from 1st September to Slst January, 1918, as against 1,059,000 bales and 237,000 
bales, respectively, during the corresponding period of last year, or a decrease of 
34 and 9 per cent, respectively. Hxe figures for the Native States of Hyderabad, 
Central India, Rajputana, and Mysore are, as will be seen from the footnotes 
to the tables, incomplete and have been excluded from this comparison.

The object of|the tables appezxded is to show the quan^tjee of tiie prmdpal 
staples of agrionlkiral produce imported from the yarious proriiices* eto.« and from 
foreign oounttieA into the ports of Calcutta, Bombay, KaMU&i, and into the 
.Madrasmrts during the month of iFebruatr, 1918, and for the eleven monthiE^ April 
1017 to Pebrua^, 1918, as compared witn the corresponding periods of 1916>17. 
The statistics include fordgn ^•borne and coasting trade as well as Inland (rail 
and tiver-horne) trade. They have been furnished by OoUectors of Oustoms, 
Steamer Companies, Bailway Audit Officers, the Commissioners f(» the Fort of 
Calcutta, etc. 


Teadk Fu'ctuatiohs in Fkbeuaet, 1917 and 1918. 

It will be seen from table I, (hat the imports by rail, river, and sea in 
February, 1918, as against the corresponding month of 1917, show (in round 
numbers) an increase of— 

187 per cent in tea 

(21,963,000 lbs. as against 7,657,600 lbs. last year), 

88 per cent in gram and poise 

(68,800 tons as against 51,300 tons last year), 

21 per cent in jute 

(821,800 bales as against 266,200 bales last year), 

20 per cent in wheat (ezolnding wheat floor) - ' 

(70,500 tons as against 59,000 tons last year;, and 
4 per cent in rice (including paddy) 

(106,200 tons as against 102,500 tons last year). 

• 

The imports of linseed by rail, river, and sea into ports show a decrease of 
23 per cent (6,900 tons as against 9,000 tons last year) due mainly to smaller 
exjl^rts from Bombay and Ni^m’s Territory. The decrease of 18 per cent 
(8,400 tons as a^nst 10,200 tons last year) in the imports of rape and mustard 
seed is accounted for by smaller receipts mainly from Bihar and Orissa and 
the Central Provinces and Berar. The fall of 6 per cent (281,000bales as against 
295,700 bales last year) in the imports of raw cotton is due to a decrease iu 
the exports mainly from Eajputdna and Central India, Bombay, and Nisam’s 
Tenitoay. 

It will be seen from table lY (wheat, exdnding wheat flour) that the 
tmnoi^ souToes of the imports in February, 1917t were the United Frovinoem 
Funjw and the Central Provinces and Berar, During February 1918, the 
Frcmnoes from which (he ports received their supplies were mainly the United 
Provinoe8(58 per omit ci the total), the Central Provinces and Benur (17 per 
cent) and the Punjah (9 per cent).

Imports of linseed by rail, river, and sea info ports show a decrease 
of 56 per cent (148,200 tons as against 335,000 tons last year) mainly on 
aocountof smaller exports from Bihar and. Orissa, the United Provinces, the 
Central Provinces, i^jputana and Qontral lndia and the I^izam's Territory. 
The decrease of 29 per cent (115,800 tons as against 162,300 tons last year) in 
rape and mustard seed is mainly accounted for by smaller exports from Bihar 
and Orissa and the United Provinces. The fall of 18 per cent (^059,000 
bales as against 4,946,100 bales last year) in the imports of jute is mainly due 
to smaller exports from Bengal and Bihar and Orissa. The imports of rice 
(including paddy) into ports show a decrease of 3 per cent (987,300 tens as 
against 1,014,600 tons last year) owing mainly to smaller shipments from 
Burma.
